To the Editor of the Tutelligencer 
Provevitve, 29th Aug., 1887. 
Dean Stx,—In your brief notice of my 
letter of the 18th you say | “thammer away 
at the threadbare subject of Sir. John's opin- 
ions on commerciafunion,” and that I am 
‘evidently uneasy,” or I would rest my 
case, as you have done, until Sir John 
speaks, 
Evidently 1 have failed to make it clear 

to you what ‘‘my case’ is. I have been 
endeavoring lately to show that commercial 
union or free trade with the United States 
is ‘in harmony with the teachings of the 
Liberal Conservative party, and with the 
raison d'etre for the National Policy,” as I 
ventured to state in my first letter of 30th 
June last was my belief; and that the 
anawer of ‘* Conservative" on the 2nd inst. 
was not, as you asserted, ‘* conclusive.” 
Permit me to say, that what Sir John ssid 
in 1870, 1578, and 1887, in favor of ** the 
freest interchange socially, commercially, 
and in every way but politically’’ with the 
United States, in my poor judgment amply 
proves my assertion. | Sampson Young and 
Irvine Ray, both well known Liberal Con- 
seryatives, in conversation on Saturday af- 
ternoon, reminded me of a statement made 
by Sir John when he'addressed that great 
meeting on the Agricultural Fair ground, 
to the effect that ‘whenever the Americans 
were prepared to take down their bars, we 
would ours.” If they pass this Butterworth 
bill that would be an offvr to ‘‘ take down 
the bars.” Allow me to assure you that I 
am not at all uneasy as to what Sir Johu 
has said and the fair meaning of his lan- 
guage, nor am [ at all unwilling to wait for 
what he has to say, hear and consider it ; 
but I may decline to believe that he, the 
Prime Minister of Canada, would give his 
views upon this question to the reporter for 
a New York paper, or to the agent of an 
annexationist Canadian journal, which op- 
poses commercial union because, as it as- 
serts, it would retard the annexation of 
Canacla to the United States ; whilst he stu- 
diously avoids any reference to the subject 
in his public addresses to loyal Canadians. 
The reported interview in the St. John’s 
Globe is therefore not at all ‘* distressing” 
tome. I can assure youl have not lost 
confidence in Sir John's sagacity. 

In your issue of the loth instant you 
say: ‘The InrecticeNcer has at all 
‘* times advocated freedom of commercial 
‘intercourse with other countries to as 
‘‘ great an extent asthe interests of our 
** country will permit,” adding the qualify- 
ing words, ‘‘such freedom of trade as is 
defined by the tariff act of 1879.” Sir 
John A, Macdonaid made no such limita- 
tion when he, on the floor of the 
floor of the House in 1870, said that the 
people of Canada desired * reciprocity of 
trade, the extension of freetrade and the 
freest interchange socially, commercially 
and in every way but politically’ with the 
people of the United States. In 1878 I 
thought, and now I think it more 
strongly, that free trade, unrestricted 
reciprocity with the United States would 
be beneficial to Canada. So that in now 
supporting what I understand by the phrase 
‘Commercial Union” Lam in entiro ac- 
cord with what I understood by the ‘* Na- 
tional Policy.” 

lt is for the Canadian people to say 
whether or no they desire free trade with 
the 50 states and territories adjacent to 
them,and for their servants,the statesmen at 
the head of affairs, to endeavor to carry out 
their wishes. But however advantageous 
the offer by the United States might be,no 
true Canadian would sanction any term of 
the contract or treaty which would be in- 
consistent with the dignity and self respect 
of this self reliant people, and we may rest 
assured that Sir John will not ask us to. 

Mr. Butterworth’s bill defines itself to 
be an ‘‘ act to provide for absolute reciprocity 
of trade between the two countries as to all 
articles of whatever name or nature pro- 
duced in the said countries respectively,” 
and provides (clause 3) ‘* That the seore- 
ary of the treasury is hereby authorized, 
with the approval of the President of the 
United States, in connection with the 
proper officials of the Government of the 
said Dominion of Canada, to make rules and 
regulation for the a ta of carrying into 
effect the provisions of this act and to pro- 
tect the said respective Governments against 
the importation of foreign goods through 
either into the other.”” Wecouldsafely trust 
Our ** proper officials” with this power, 

Commercial ynion—-continental free trade 

is the completion of our protection, and 
its offer by the Americans the result proph- 
esied by Sir John, Some of our manufac- 

turers are not actipg wisely ; they are do- 
ing just what the Grits in 1578 said would 
happen, namely, the creation of monopoligs 
—the smaller the market, the greater the 
opportunity foy monopoly ; the larger the 
market, tho cheaper tho article can be given 
to the consumer. Great Britain could not 
soll her goods at home as cheaply without 
as with her foreign market. 

Having said this much by way of explan 
ation, I, as in my first letter, admit thore 
are difficulties in the way, The surround 
ing ciroumstances are different from what 
they were in 1860, when it is said Sir John’s 
Government offered to negotiate for free 
trade in manufactured as woll as in natural 
products ; or when, 48 Mr, Mackenzie said, 
ho (Sir John) proposed ‘ta system of recip 
rocal legislation’; or in 1878, when Sir John 
said **that one great object in having some 
thing like a retaliatory policy will be that 
if you are to have reciprocity in trade you 
will only got itin that way.” But surely 
it cannot be more disloyal now than then 
to advocate the froest trado relations with 
the United States. The Grits said the Na 
tional Policy and ite advogates were dis 
loyal, Mayhap our present Hnancial posi 
tion gompels us to keop up some of the bare, 
but let us throw down all wo can afford to, 
or as it is our intorest to do

Kuropeans uncover the head as a token 
of respect or reverence; Orientals never 
uncover it, and the Turkish Ambassador is 
allowed to retain his fez even in the pres- 
ence of Her Majesty.

To salute with the left hand is a 
deadly insult to Mohammedans in the East 
and for this reason the native commission- 
ed officers of our Indian army in giving the 
military salute contined it to the sword 
held in the right hand, without at the same 
time raising the left hand to the forehead, 
as in the ordinary English salute. Unlike | 
our women, who, when they go out, adorn | 
themselves most carefully, Thibetan women, | 
when leaving their houses, smear their 
faces over with a dark, sticky substance. 
It is said that they do so in compliance 
with a law made by a certain Lama, King | 
Nomekhan, in order to protect their morals | 
by making them look ugly when in public. | 
The Thibetans also put out the tongue as a 
sign of respectful salutation, and in similar 
contradiction to our own customs the 
Malays, Fijians. Tongans and many other 
Polynesians always sit down when speak- 
ing toasuperior. At Natavuluit is re- | 
spectful to turn one’s back toward a 
superior, especially when addreasing him, 
and among the Wahuma, in Congo and in | 
Central Africa, the same custom prevails. 
The Todas of the Neilgherry hills show 
respect by raising the open right hand to | 
the face, and resting the thumb on the 
bridge of the nose. By the way of compli- 
ment the people of Yedah shake the 
clinched fist ; the inhabitants of the White 
Nile and Ashantee spit on those they delight 
to honor, and some of the Esquimaux pull 
noses, —London Life.

A moment's examination of Mr. Fullor's 
statement will show that it is falso, As was 
pointed out by usa short time ago, on the 
authority of a gentleman who was long 10 
the business of exporting cattle and sheep 
to England, commercial union would create 

free trade in cattle, as in all other arti- 
cles of commerce between Canada and the 
United States, The result would inevita- 
bly be that Canada and the United States, 
with unrestricted. trade in cattle between 
them, would be placed on the same footing 
in the British market, for there is nothing 
against which tho British Government— 
owing to painful experience—provide more 
stringently than the introduction of cattle 
diseaso. Tho compulsory slaughtering of 
our cattle before they entered into consump- 
tion in Great Britain, would cause a reduc- 
tion in their value of from $12 to $15 per 
head, and thus cause, on an annual export 
of about 67,000, 4 loss of from $800,000 to 
$1,000,000 annually to tho farmers and 
stock raisers of Canada. 

Whether Mr. Faller’s 
arise from ignorance or an attempt to de- 
eeive, we cannot tell, One thing is evi- 
dent, however, namely that no statement 
which he makes is to be relied upon.

He had, 
however, no reason to doubt the accuracy 
of the cablegrams received. The commis- 
sion was likely to be of the character and 
for the purposes which the Canadian govy- 
ernment had in 1886 suggested, and which 
is substantially that proposed by Mr. 
Adams to the Earl of Chamberlain in 1866 
with come additions. He could not speak 
certainly, as he had received no official or 
other authentic infyrmation. 

Sir John Macdonald could not be seen 
to-day, but it is thought he most likely has 
full information on the subject.

“Will you swear,” asked Mr, Kennedy, 
that you did not purchase these lots for the 
express purpose of attempting to prevent 
the building of the R. R. V. Railway?”

Scotland, 


Mies Bella Gentle rather astonished the 
county volunteers by winning several of 
the first prizes at their shooting competi- 
tions at Kincraig, Fifeshire. 

The farm of Huntingtower, about two 
miles west of Perth, which was let 19 years 
ago ata yearly rental of £630, has just 
been Jet for £350, The steading and fences 
are in superior order, over £1000 having 
been expended on them within the last two 

ears. The farm of Montague, in the par- 
ish of Kilspindi, formerly let at £500, has 
been taked at £300. 

A movement has been set on foot by a 
number of Ross-shire farmers to get their 
farms valued on the basis of the rents which 
have beon accepted by landlords for farms 
retaken within the last two years,and meet- 
inga.are shortly to be held in various dis- 
tricts of the county in support of it. In 
some cases the reduction of rent for the 
farms relet within the time stated has been 
more than 00 per cent, 

Oo Sunday recently towards the close 
of the service in the Frov Church, Portree, 
Alexander Macqueen, a young man and a 
native of the parish, holding a situation in 
or near Glasgow, rose from his seat in the 
body of the church, and made as though 
he was to leave the church with hat and 
umbrellain hand. When near the door 
he turned towards the pulpit and stamped 
violently with his foot and umbrella. He 
then addressed the preacher in a loud and 
angry speech, shaking his umbrella at the 
reverend gentleman, saying that in his 
sermon he had spoken a great deal about 
‘natural death,” but he hoped that in the 
evening service he should refer specially 
to his own “‘spiritual deadness,” as well aa 
to that of his congregation, Itis nnder- 
stood that Macqueen’s conduct arose from 
a feeling ef disappointment at the minister 
not having made special reference to his 
father’s death, which occurred during the 
week. 

The following is the text of the bill entit- 
ling agricultural laborers in Scotland to 
certain holidays in lieu of fair days and fast 
days :—Be it enacted by the Queen's most 
Excollent Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Lord’s Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled,and by the authority 
of the same, as follows :—1. This Act shall 
apply only to Scotland. 2. Farm servants 
shall be entitled to four holidays in every 
year, and such holidays shall come in lieu 
of any holidays now established by law, 
custom, or otherwise. A master shall be 
entitled to require such reasonable service 
as may be necessary for the proper care of 
live stock, provided always that this shall 
not deprive the servant of at least one 
complete holiday every three months, No 
deduction from the wages of a servant shall 
be made in respect of such holidays, 3. 
The holidays shall be New Year's Day, and 
one day(not being a Sunday) in each of the 
months of March, July and October. The 
employer shall determine the day of the 
month on which the holiday is to be held 
and give the servant at least ton days’ 
previous notice of the day so fixed ; and if 
such notice be not given then, the second 
Saturday of the month in which it is herein 
provided the holiday shall be held shall be 
the holiday for that month. When New 
Year's Day falls on Sunday the immediate- 
ly preceding day shall be the)holiday, 4. 
‘Farm servant’ means any person who is 
employed in farm labor, and engaged for a 
period not less than one month.

Grizzlion.

Fow persons believe that a grizzly will 
attack a man before he is himself attacked. 
I was ono of these doubting Thomases until 
about two years ago, when | was thorough- 
ly convinced by oculag demonstration, that 
some grizzlios atloas’ Vill attempt to make 
a moal off & man even though he may not 
have harmed them previously, Woe were 
hunting in the Shoshone mountains in 
northern Wyoming. Lhad killed a large 
elk inthe morning, and on going back to 
the carca:e in the afternoon to skin it, we 
saw that Bruin had becn there ahead of us, 
but had fled on our approach. Without 
the least apprehension of his return, we 
leaned our rifles againsta tree about 50 
oot away, and commenced work. Thero 
wore three of us, but only two rifles, Mr, 
Hotfman, the photographer, having left his 
incamp. He had finished taking yiews of 
the carcase, and we}were all busily engaged 
in skinning, when, hearing a crashing in 
the brush, and a series of savage roars and 
growls, we looked up the hill, and were 
horrified to see three grizzly bears, an old 
female and two cubs about two thirds 
grown, charging upon us with all of the 
fury of a pack of starving wolves upon a 
sheepfold, 

They were betweon us and our rifles 
when we first saw them, and we sprang to 
our horses, which were picketed a few 
yards below, supposing, of course, that 
when the bears reached the elk carcase 
they would proceed toeatit and pay no 
further attention to us. Strange to say, it 
was the carcase to which they paid no atten- 
tion. They still camo after us ; we had no 
time for flight, and could not even release 
and mount our terror atrieken horses, Our 
only chance was to fight for our lives and 
with one accord we all threo grasped our 
hunting knives and went at them. We 
threw our hate ard yelledilike Comanches, 
and the savage brutes seeing themselves 
thus boldly confronted by equal numbers, 
stopped, raised on their haunches,growled, 
snapped their jaws for a few moments, and 
then walked suddenly back up the hill in- 
to the brush,, This gave us an opportunity 
to vet hold of our rifles, and then it was 
our turn to charge. To make a long story 
short we killed the old female and one cub; 
the other escaped into the jungle before 
wo could get ashotat him. The resolute 
front we put on alone sayed our liyes. 

Another instance of a grizzly making an 
unprovoked assault upon a man was vouch- 
ed for by a man whom I know to be strict- 
ly truthful. Two brothers were prospect- 
ing in a range of mountains near the head 
of Stinking Water river. The younger of 
the two, though an able bodied man and 
capable of doing a good day's work with a 
pick or shovel, was weak miuded, and the 
elder brother never allowed him to go any 
distance away from camp or their work 
alone. He, however sent himto the 
spring, a few rods off, to bring a kettleful 
of water. The spring was in a deep gorge, 
and ‘he trail to it wound through some fis- 
suresin the rock, As the young man 
paased under shelving rock an immense fe- 
male grizzly that had taken up temporary 
quarters there, reached out and struck a 
powertul blow at his head, but fortunately 
could not reach far enough to do him any 
serious harm, ‘The blow knocked his hat 
off, and her claws caught his scalp, and 
laid it open clear across the top of his head 
in several ugly gashes. The force of the 
blow sent him spinning around, and not 
knowing enough to be frightened, he at- 
tacked her savagely with the only weapon 
he had at hand—the camp kettle. The 
elder brother heard the racket and catch- 
ing up his rifle, found his brother vigorous- 
ly belaboring the bear over the head with 
the camp kettle, and the bear striking at 
him savage blows, any one of which, if she 
could have reached him, would have torn 
his head from his shoulders. Three bull- 
ets from the rifle, fired in rapid succession, 
loosened her hold upon the rocks, and she 
tumbled lifelessly into the trail. The poor 
idiotic boy could not even then realize the 
danger through which he had passed, and 
could only appease his anger by continuing 
to maul the bear over the head with the 
camp kettle for seyeral minutes after she 
was dead,

Liquid Fucl—A Further Improvement, 


(From the London Gas and Water Review.) 


A further important advance has just 
been made in utilizing hydrocarbons for 
steam raising purposes on board ship, A 
legitimate objection to the adoption of 
liquid fuel at sea, under certain circum- 
stances, has been that the use of steam for 
the diffusion of the oil in the boilor furnaces 
entails considerable loss of fresh water 
from the boilers. As the loss has to bo 
made good by salt water on long voyages, 
the density of the water is rapidly raisod 
to a dangerous point. This is, however, 
entirely overcome by the system adopted 
in the steamship Charles Howard, owned 
by Messrs, Alfred Stuart & Oo., which has 
recently boon fitted with tanks for carrying 
refined petroloum in bulk, and also with 
Tarbutt's syatom of burning residual oils 
under the boilers in place of coal, Tho 
whole of the cargo spaco in tho vossol is 
occupied by tanks for carrying the re- 
fined petroloum, while the refuse oil to 
bo used for fuel is carried in the water 
ballast tanks, Her boiler is of tho 
ordinary marine typo, with throe flues 
of threo feet six inches in diameter 
}each. Thoso flucs are fitted with a brick 
combustion chamber and suporhoater, as in 
the case of other vessels fitted on the Tar- 
butt systom. Another point of departure 
in the present instance consists in the sub- 
atitution of highly hoatedand expanded com

As tonthis **policy of restriction and iso- 
lation” the same Mail, under the same 
proprietorship, the’ same editorial control 
and with the same editor, said in its issue 
of February 12th, 1886 : 

The report ot the Commissionors ap- 

inted to enquire into the progress thade 
by Canadian industries since 1878, a. sum- 
mary of which will be found elsewhere, 
possesses & remarkable interest for every- 
body. , Lt proves to a demonstration that, 
whatever may be said against the tariff by 
the advocates of one-sided free trade, it has 
certainly stimulated every branch of manu- 
facture existing in.1875, and called a youl- 
titude iw ones into being. 

Thesindustrial statistics presented by the 
Commissioners are oxtremely gratifying. 
They show that Canadian manufacturers 
are not only securing the home market, but 
also building up an export trade, which is 
carrying the war into Africa. For instance, 
it is not many years since American-made 
saws and American made musical instru- 
ments were used almost exclusively in this 

country. Had the old tariff remained in 
force we'should have been buying those 
articles from the States to this day. But 
under the now tafiff Canadian makers were 
enco ‘to Venture into the business, 
and they hayo made such excellent pro- 
gress in five years that they have captured 
the home market and established a foreign 
trade as well, Canadian saws now finding 
their way into Michigan, and Canadian 
organs to;Europe., All brauches of man- 
ufscturing industry have felt the benefit of 
the tariff. It willbe seen that the Com- 
missioners do not profess ta have obtained 
_ full returns, or to have covered the wholo 
ground ; nevertheless their report bears 
evidence of careful aud conscientious pre: 
paration. ' To sum it up in brief, the capi- 
tal invested in manufacturing industries in 
the five provinces, Manitoba and British 
Columbia not having been visited, has in- 
creased from $37,000,0000 in 1878 to $67,- 
300,000 in 1884; while during the same 
period the yearly output has risen from 
$49,966,000 to $102,870,000 ; the amount 
paid in wages from $13,843,000 to $24,- 
396,000; and the number of artizans em- 
ployed from 42,794 to 77,346. These fig- 
ures speak for themselves... lt will not..do 
to say that this vast increase would have 
taken place under any circumstances owing 
to the general advance of thé country. The 
experience of the period between 1874 and 
1879, when, war values having fallen in the 
United States, we were exposed to the full 
force of American competition, warrants 
the assertion that if the one-sided tariff 
had been maintained many of the indus’ 
tries that are now so firmly established 
would long ago haye succumbed, Sugar 
refiningyhad "perisbed ;.the few cotton and 
woollen mills were about closing, and the 
future of Canadian industries generally was 
hopeless when Sir Richard left. The fig- 
ures just given convey a fair idea of tho 
extent and character of the revival that has 
since taken place. Whilé the old industries 
have been developed beyond all precedent, 
new ones have'taken root; the result in a 
word being that for every operative en- 
gaged in manufacturing pursuits in 1878 
two are employed now at better wages,

I for one beg most respectfully to repu- 
diate tke assertion that 1 am disloyal to 
Canada; and I have yet to be convinced 
that those supporting OC. U. are disloyal to 
the interests of Canada. 

Concerning a question of such magnitude 
as O. U., Larrogate to myself the right to 
consider the matter with such powers as na- 
ture has given mo (poor though it may be,) 
and haying done so, it is in order to form 
an opinion, Having done so, 1 purpose 
following it until somo better reasons are 
given than I have yet seen, to change my 
conclusion. I have yet to learn—and [am 
not alone in my way of thinking—that J 
should wait snd not form any opinion until 
some superior in the party to which | may 
be attached has said it is good or bad, and 
that my opinion is to be subordinated to 
the view of such superior. 

There is little hope for this or any other 
country, politically, if the leader of apy 
party therein must firet countenance and 
pass upon a measure or question of 
such import as the present one, and 
then that the individual members of 
their party must act accordingly, and their 
conduvt thereupon is to be branded by the 
‘‘ipse dixit’ of one or two to be either 
loyal or disloyal to the country. 

1 should think it a wiser course for the 
leaders to wait and see how public opinion 
is forming and then act, uot arbitrarily 
form an opinion and then coerce its mem- 
bers to it. 

You, sir, asthe Editor of the Inre.u- 
Gencen, and Sir John and all others who 
are opposed to ©, U. are at perfect liberty 
to hold to your views—but I should be 
sorry indeed to say any of you were disloy- 
al to the best interests of Canada, however 
much I should be of that opinion, 

The great factor entering into the argu 
ments of those who are opposed to this 
question is, ** What will they say in Brit- 
ain ?” and ** How will we stand with Brit- 
ain ?” should this take place. 

That is, in my view, an erroneous mode 
of putting it for a loyal Canadian, 

1 ask myself the question, is a free trade 

between Canada and the States, and vice 
versa, something that will be beneficial to 
us? Now, having given the matter some 
thought, | have come to the conclusion— 
erroneous though it may be—that it will be 
to our benefit in many ways, and being of 
that opinion I act, andI have no right to 
consider the above question of Anti-Com- 
mercial Upionite. 
_ Britain has given us the utmost latitude 
in our fiscal matters, rather, { would say, by 
nature and right we have the right to 
deal with our matters with no doubt a 
power—obsolete—remaining in the Queen 
to veto such as is not pleasing to her gov- 
ernment, but thisds no more an idea than 
one of fact. And this fullness of Canadian 
legislative power has been times without 
number confirmed by the British Parlia- 
ment upon the Government of the day be- 
ing questioned by some momber (in the in- 
terest more than likely) of some manufac- 
turer who has felt injured by Canadian 
tariff legislation. Therefore, 1 say, the 
greater reason why | should consider the 
matter in the order I have mentioned, 

Has not, is not, Britain’s policy been 
one purely commercial or one of trade? 
Has not the few hundreds of its large man- 
ufacturers and merchants virtually regulat- 
od its fiecal policy ? Or if you like,the trade 
policy of England has been made for and 
by them—the result, of course, being the 
building up of themselves and of their 
countary necessarily. The reply must be in 
the aflirmative, and it will be admitted that 
in the making of this policy the interest of 
the party with whom England's merchant 
is expected to trade is not at all considered 
—is a policy purely— and properly, I ad- 
mit, one for the benefit of its own traders, 
and therefore I say we are justified in 
adopting a like policy,to ask ourselves what 
is the best for Canada, and ‘thew to the 
line.” 

Let us, Sir, one and all be patriots and 
true to ourselves, and this Canada of ours,

ted States, reversing the course of com- 
merce from 1874 down to 1879, when our 
purchases from the Americans rapidly 
increased and those from the mother 
country as rapidly declined. Another point 
brought out by the memorandum of the 
Finance Minister is that the higher scale 
of iron duties recently established bears 
more heavily on imports from foreign 
countries than on those from Great Britain, 
the figures preseuted showing that, on the 
basis of last yosr's trade of the total import 
of $6,621,232 from Great Britain, under 
new duties $3,636,928 would have entered 
either free oratarate not oyer 20 per 
ceont., and $2,684,354 would have been 
subject to over 26 per cent, duty ; while of 
the import from foreign countries cnly 
$818,982 would have been free or un- 
der 25 per cent., while $3,599,426 would 
have paid more than 25 per ceut. 
analysis can be taken as accurate it is clear 
that the discrimination in the new iron 
tariff is decidedly against foreign coun- 
tries, and that the sequence of its opera- 
tion will be an enlargement of imports into 
Canada from the mother country in com- 
parison with those from elsewhere.

ATTACK ON FARMERS’ HOUSES AT KILLARNEY 
AND LOUGHREA, 


Lonvon, September 1,—An attack was 
made by moonlighters last night upon the 
house of a landlord named Orpen at Killar- 
ney and several shots were fired through 
the windows, The attacking party with- 
drew after firing two volleys, and none of 
them has yet been arrested.

in court dress, in the powdered footmen 
of a few. wealthy houses, in city 
pageants, in the red coats of the hunt- 
ing-field, and in the gay coloring of 
military uniforms. The pictures of Rey- 
nolds and Gainsborough have made the 
fashionable attire of their period too fami" 
liar to need a dotailed description, and ib 
may be abundantly illustrated from con- 
tomporary literature. Thus, when Lord 
Derwentwater mounted the scaffuld,he was 
dreased in scarlot, faced with black velvet 
and trimmed with gold, a gold:laced waist- 
voat, and white feathor in bis hat, Dr. 
Cameron went to execution in a light-col- 
ored coat, red waistcoat and breeches, and 
anew bag:wig. Oue of Selwyn’s corres- 
pondonts describes a well-known highway- 
man who affected the airs of fashion in 
going to ‘T'yburn déessed in a blue and gold 
frock and wearitig a white cockade asa 
emblem of inudceree. Dr. Johnson's usual 
attire was a fall suit of plain brown clothes, 
with twisted hair buttons of the same color, 
black worsted stockings, large bushy, grayish 
wig, and silver buckles ; buton the night 
when his play of ‘Irene’ was first acted 
ho thought it right to appear in tho theatre 
in a scarlet waistcoat, with rich gold lace, 
and a gold laced hat. Goldsmith went out 
as a physician in purple silk small clothes, 
and with a scarlet royuelaure, a sword, and 
a gold headed cane, and he had other suits 
which were equally conspicuous, Wilkos 
wrote to his daughter in Paris, in 1770, 
asking her to beg Baron Holbach to 
purchase for him scarlet cloth of the finest 
sort and color to make a complete suit of 
clothes, and the most fashionable gold but- 
tons for the whole. He is described by 
one of his friends, walking to town from a 
house which he had taken at Kersington, 
usually attired either ina scarlet or green 
suit © ged with gold,—Lecky's Histor 7] of 
England.

Tur Hamptons, Aug, 28,—‘‘ Woman's Oppor 
tunity” was the subject of discourse by the Rev. 
T, De Witt Talmage, D, D,, to-day; and his 
text: “*So God created man in his own image, 
the image of God created he him; male and 
female created hs them,” Genesis i, 27, Fol- 
lowing is the sermon in full : 

In other words God, who can make no mik- 
fake, made man and woman for a specific work 
and to move in particular spheres—man to be 
regnant in his realm, woman to be dominant to 
hers. Ihe boundary line between Italy and 
Switzerland, between England and Scotland, is 
not more thoroughly marked than this distine- 
tion between the empire masculineandthe empire 
feminine, So entirely dissimi ar the fields to 
which God called thein that you can no more 
compare them than you can oxygen and hydro- 
gen, water and grass, trees and stars. All the 
talk abo»t tho superiority of one sex to the 
other sex jis an everlasting waste of ink and 
pe ch. Aj weller may have a scale so delicate 
that he can weigh the dust of diamonds; but 
where are the scales so delicate that you can 
weigh in them affection against affection, senti- 
mentagainst eentiment, thought against thought, 
soul against sou', aman’s world against a wo- 
man's world? You come out with your stereo- 
typed remark, the man is superior to the wo- 
man in intellect, and then I open on my desk 
the swarthy, iron typed, thunderbolted writings 
of Hurriet Mravtinest and Elizabeth Browning, 
and George Eliot. You come on with your 
stereotyped remark about woman's superiority 
to man In the item of affection; but I ask you 
where was there more capacity to love than in 
John the disciple, and Robert McCheyne the 
Scotchman, and John Summerfield the Method- 
ist, and Henry Martin the missionary? The 
heart of those men was so large, that after you 
had rolled into it two hemispheres there was 
room still left to marshal the hosts of heaven 
and set up the throne ot the eternal Jehovah, 
I deny to man the throve intellectual I deny 
to woman the throne affectional, No humble 
phraseology will ever define the spheres, while 
there is an intuition by which we know when a 
man is in his realm, and when a woman is in 
her realm, and when either of them is out of it, 
No bungling legislature ought to attempt to 
make a definition or to aay: ** This is the line or 
that ia the line.” My theory i» that if a woman 
wants to yoté she ought to vote, and that it a 
man wants to embroider and keep house he 
ought to be allowed to embroider and keep 
house. There are masculine women and there 
are effeminate men.

‘To agree upon and define, by a sorics 
of lines, the limits which shall separate the 
exclusive from the common right of fishery, 
on the coasts and in the seas adjacent to 
the British North American colonies, in 
vonformity with the first Article of the 
Convention of 1818. Tho said lines to be 
regularly numbered, duly described, and 
also clearly marked on charts prepared, 
in duplicate, for the purpose. : 

(2.) To agree upon and establish such 
regulations as may bo necessary and proper 
to secure to the fshormen of the | nited 
States the privilege of entering bays and 
harbors for the purpose of shelter, and of 
ropairing damages therein, of purchasing 
wood, and of obtaining water ; and to agree 
upon and establish auch restrictions as may 
bo necossary to provent the abuse of the 
privileges reserved by said convention to 
fishermen. of the United States. 

(3.) To agree upon and recommend tho 

enalties to be adjudged, and such proceed- 
ogs and jurisdiction as may be necessary 
to secure a speedy trial and judgment with 
as little expense as possible, for the viola- 
tion of rights and transgression of the Jim- 
its and restrictions which may be hereby 
adopted. o« 

Provided, however, that the limits, re- 

strictions and regulations which may be 

agreed upon by the said Commission shall 
not be final, nor have any effect, until so 
jointly! contirmed and declared by the 

nited States and Her Majesty the Queen 
of Great Britain, elther by treaty or by 
laws mutually acknowledged and accept- 
ed by the President of the United States 
by and with the consent of the Senate, and 
by Her Majesty the Quoon of Great Britain. 

The work of such a commission as has 

been agreed upon will go far, says our con- 

temporary, towards removing the danger 
to irritation and misunderstanding between 

Canada and the United States which exists 

at present, and in that sense will be impor- 

tant and beneficial. The commercial aspect 
of the question will,as we have said, not be 
touched orvaffected. All itis proposed to 
do is to define the territorial limits of the 
waters from which American fishermen are 
excluded, to provide machinery for the 
speedy trial of offenders, and to prescribe 
regulations for the protection of Canadian 
rights under tho treaty of 1818. Ameri- 
can fishermen will continue to be debarred 
from the inshore fisheries and commercial 
privileges in our ports, as now, and Cana- 
dian fish will still be subject to duty upon 
import into the United States. A step 
towards straightening out the dispute has, 
however, been made, and much good may 


result from it.

For years the free trade journals 
shrieked that the duty on coal was injuring 
the consumer. If the duty were removed 
the price would come down, All this ory 
was raised in the interest of the iniquitous 
coal ring. The duty has been removed, and 
the price of the coal has not come down ; it 
Is higher than before. The duty which used 
to go into the Dominion treasury now goes 
into the pockets of the ring.

Lonvon, September 2.—The dispute be- 
tween England and Belgium over the fish- 
eries quostion is assuming a serious phrase, 
The Government is now inclined to resent 
the treatment to which English fishermen 
have been subjected by the Belgians, and 
will insist upon their receiving fair play 
preliminary to any ollicial measures of a 
more drastic character to secure what are 
held to be the rights of the English fisher- 
men in the waters of the North Sea,alleged 
to be controlled by Belgium, Sir Edward 
Birkbeck, member of Parliament for East 
Norfolk, will undertake unofficially to ob- 
tain redress for the British fishermen by 
resorting to methods of arbitration and has 
some hope of success, Should he fail, how- 
ever, the matter will be adjusted to the 
satisfaction of England at least, through the 
persuasive power of English men-of war.

‘‘Mr, Wiman perceives this difliculty, 
Without distinctly stating it, he evidently 
has it in mind when he says; ‘It is be- 
lieved’ that a commercial union ‘can be

Fur- 
ther, that not only would the duties on 
foreign goods imported into any part of 
North America be precisely the same, but 
that no duties whatever would be levied 
on American goods imported into the Un- 
ited States,’ And still further, ‘no treaty 
no diplomacy, no weary waiting for the 
foreign or colonial office to move, was ne- 
cessary to consummate euch an arrange- 
ment with the United States,’ All that 
was required was appropriate legislation by 
the Dominion Parliament andthe Ameri- 
Congress, 

“Very good. But it should not be for- 
gotten that this proposition also implies a 
complote surrender by the Dominion Par- 
liament to the American Congress of all 
control over the principal source of the Do- 
minion’s reyenue—the tariff. Whatever it 
may please the American Congress to do 
regarding the tariff, that the Duminion Goy- 
ernment must forthwith accept. Our Con- 
gress would have even more power over the 
Dominion tariff under this arrangement than 
it would in the event of political union, be- 
cause the people of the Dominion would have 
neither vote nor voice in Washington under 
the proposed commercial union, while they 
woud have both under political union. Not 
only would our Congress prescrib& and 
change at pleasure all tho tariff taxes ex- 
acted from the people of Canada, but our 
executive officers and our courts would make 
all the rulings and decisions affecting rates 
for the Dominion as well as for the United 
States, 

‘* If the people of the Dominion are will- 
ing to surrender the control of this whole 
subject into the hands of the Government 
of the United States, and henceforth have 
no word to say about rates, changes, regu- 
lations, constructions of law, or anything 
else connected with the tariff otherwise 
than by petilion, or remonatrance or 
threate towithdraw from the union, we 
Americans can not certainly interpose any 
very strenuous objections, But one may 
be permitted to doubt whether they are 
prepared to surrender all control over their 
fruitful source of government revenue in 
exchange for the advantages of unrestrict- 
ed trade with us.

to ratification by the president and senate, 
But if Great Britain wished the negotia- 
tions to be conducted by three representa- 
tives on each side, that desire might very 
properly be complied with by the presi- 
dent. Secretary Bayard intimated that in 
his judgment that would probably be the 
best course and subsequent conversation 
left the impression that the president in 
all probability would designate two other 
able international jurists to co-operate with 
the secretary of state in the negotiations. 
The secretary saidit was truo the British 
commission would come to Washington and 
that the negotjations would be conducted 
here juat as soon as the weather was suit- 
able, 

WasHincton, Sept. 2.—Until officially 
advised of the appointment of nogotiators 
by the British government to consider the 
questions in dispute between the United 
States and Great Britain relative to the 
Canadian fisheries, it is probable that no 
selection will be made of representatives of 
the United States government. It is 
believed at the department of state thatthe 
first conference will be held sometime 
during this fall or next winter. The place 
of meeting has not been decided upon,but 
the indications are that the negotiators 
will meet firat in Washington and then 
proceed to Halifax,

Summing up 


[ Hamilton Spectator. ] 
Itmay not bo unwise at the pregent 

moment to look back over the controvarsy 
which has arison on the question of com- 
morcial annexation to the United Stater, 
and to sum up results so far as they can 
bo summed up. It will bo remombered 
that the advocates of the proposal started 
out with moat alluring promises as to the 


benotits of the zollverein. Custom houses 
between Canada and the United States woe 
to bo awept away and a groat saving eflect- 
edin the summor; and the Canadian 
former was to have a markot of 66,000,000 
people oponed up to him, in which he 
could soll all his surplus products at much 
better prices than he could got at home, 
Tho trade in eggs was to be enormously 
developed, “broilers” were to fetch two 
dollars and a half, and soon all along the 
lino. But soon it waa discovered that most 
of theso alluring mere 
figments of the imagination. No custom 
houscs could be cl sed if we hed com- 
mercial union. There is no duty on oggs 
or “broilers” entering the United States, 
and consequently the sale of these articles 
could not be stimulated by commercial an- 
nexation. And in many other directions, 
the assertions of the annexationists have 
utterly broken down, 

They have succeeded in demonstrating 
so far that freo access to the United States 
market would (at present) give the farm- 
ers better prices for barley, horees, Jambs, 
sheep (probably), wool (slight), and pota- 
toes in some seasons, If they have shown 
that any othor advantages would accrue to 
the Canadian farmer, we have failed to see 
the argument. 

The Spectator has aflirmed, and has en- 
deavored to prove, that these advantages 
would be purchased at too high a price. 

In the first place, the farmer himself 
would lose much more than he would gain, 
Wheat, oats, corn, beef, cattle and hogs are 
all much cheaper in the United States than 
in Canada, and, under commercial union 
the prices of all would depreciate. Would 
some advantage to the farmer in the price 
of his barley compeneate him for the loss 
on his wheat, oats, corn and peas? Would 
some advantage in the price of lambs com- 
pengate him for a loss of a cent a pound on 
his hogs | 

The farmer wou'd also be very seriously 
injured by the importation of vast quanti- 
ties of early fruit. 

Manufacturers would be greatly injured, 
the number of workingmen in Oanada 
would be reduced, merchants would lose 
trade, houses would be left vacant, and 
farmers would lose a considerable share of 
their home market. 

lt would be impossible, under commer- 
cial union, to keep United States cattle 
out of Canada. Our cattle would be ex- 
pused to infection, and we should be for- 
bidden to export live cattle to Great Bri> 
tain. 

Butter and substitutes for butter would 
beimported from the United States in 
great quantitivs, and Canadian farmers 
would be injured in that direotion. 

Canadian cheese would be mixed up, in 
the British market, with ‘* American ” 
cheese and would lose the preference it now 
has. 

The taxes of all the people would be 
greatly increased. All prices of imported 
goods would be regulated by the tariff, 
which would be increased from an average 
of about 19 percent. to an average of about 
3l per cent.; aud Canadian consumers 
would be compelled to pay the taxes, in 
additional prices of ethe goods. But the 
taxes so paid would not gointo the Do- 
minion treasury. Twelve-thirteenths would 
go into the treasury at Washington. The 
revenues of the Dominion would fall short; 
and, while our people would be paying 
much higher prices for goods, they would 
be compelled to pay direct additional taxes 
either for the support of the Dominion 
government or the provincial governments. 

Our customs and excise tariffs would be 
prepared for us by the United States, and 
would be made to suit United States in- 
terests. The Canada tail would not be per- 
mitted to wag the United States dog. 

We would be required to open Canadian 
fisheries to United States fishermen, to the 
great injury of our own fishermen. 

Lastly, thore is no reasonable doubt that 
& customa union would soon be followed by 
political union, and the independenco of 
Canada would be gone forever.

The Grits were in fact estopped from 
saying that itwould, They had opposed 
the Washington treaty because they held 
that its provisions were- unfair to the 
fishermen, They had then coftended,and 
still contend when st to justify their 
oppositlon to the Washington treaty, that 
free access to the American markets for 
our fish, with a fishery award of $500,000 
a year thrownin, was not an adequate 
éompensation for the admission of American 
fishermen into our fishing waters. But 
under the Wiman scheme all our fishermen 
would get in return for the free use of our 
fishing waters by the Yankees, would be 
access tothe American markets for our 
fish. Certainly if the Washington treaty, 
that gave $500,000 a year more than the 
Wiman scheme proposed, was unfair to our 
fishermen,—and the grits asserted most 
positively that it was—the Wiman scheme 
must be atill more unfair, (Hear,hear and 
cheers.) 4 

It was thus apparent that commercial 
vassalage or annexation would benefit nei- 
ther the manufacturers, the merchants, the 
miners, the shipowners nor the fishermen.

forthcoming. And it was not forthcoming 
for the ample reason that it did not. exist. 
‘The assertion was wholly incapable of 
proof, (Cheers.) The best test of what 
political or commercial annexation would 
do for the farmers of the lower provinces, 
was what it had done and was doing for the 
farmers of New England. For obvious 
reasons the farmers in Nova Scotia could 
not expect to compare with the farmers of 
Illinois and other prairie wheat-growing 
Statesr We mustin comparisons bo fair, 
and compare only things that are similar, 
The farmers of Nova Scotia and the lower 
provinces generally could not reasonably 
expect to do better under any arrangement 
that could be made with the United States 
than the farmers of New England and New 
York have been doing. And by that test 
he'(Mr. S.) proposed to try the claim of 
the Wiman boomsters that their scheme 
would enrich every farmer in Canada. 
What was the condition of the farmers in 
New York, for inatance /. Happily on that 
point we had to trust to no idle reports of 
party writers or speakers, much less pro- 
fessional caluminators of their country. 
Wo had official evidence,—evidence collect- 
ed and published by the National Bureau 
af Agriculture at Washington, In the re- 
port of that bureau for 1885, speaking of 
che condition of agriculture in the State of 
New York, we read :— 

** On the whole, farmers are more in debt 
th an they were ten years ago. Thore are 
a large number of farms which were pur- 
chased a few years ago and mortgaged which 
now would not sell for more than the face 
of the mortgage, owing to the depreciation of 
the farming lands which, on an average, 
Sully thirty-three per cent in ten years. Pro- 
bably one-third of the farms in the state 
would not sell for moro than the cost of the 
buildings and other improvements, owing 
to*this shrinkage.’’ 

That was pretty conclusive of the state 
of the farmers in New York. (Hoar,hear), 
Yot the best that the farmers of the lower 
provinces could expect, under the Wiman 
scheme, would be to be placed on an equality 
with the farmers of New York. Andequal- 
ity with the farmors of Now York moans 
comparative ruin.

An increase of 333,000 or 62 per cent in 
30 years. (Loud cheers.) Yet we were 
told that wealth awaits the farmer of Nova 
Scotia the moment they are placed in the 
same position as the farmers of Maine, Ver- 
mont and New Hampshire! People who 
talked that way had evidently very little 
respect for the intelligence of the farmers 
of Nova Scotia. (Hear, hear,) Jf the ob- 
jection was made to this test, he (Mr. S.) 
was willing to compare the agricultural 
counties of Nova Scotia, or of any of the 
lower provinces, with the agricultural 
counties of Massachussetts, Rhode Island, 
or Connecticut. Massachussetts had in- 
creased 785,000 in population since 1850, 
but 689,000 of thatincrease has been in 
the five counties containing the manu- 
facturing cities of Boston, Lowell, Lynn, 
Fall River, Worcester, etc. Tho other 
9 counties had done little more than 
hold their own—and some of them, 
such as Barnstable, Dukes and Nan- 
tucket, had actually less population in 
1880 than in 1850. (Hear, hear.) That 
showed that whatever prosperity there was 
in Massachusetts was the result of the 
factories established there by the American 
policy of protection. In Conneticut there 
had been a total increase of 252,000 since 
1850, but 200,000 of it wasin cities, Rhode 
Island increased 129,000 in population since 
1850, of which 110,000 was in Providence. 
This made a total increase in the agricul- 
tural population of Massachusetts, Connec- 
ticut a Rhode Island of 170,0000 in 80 
years, or just about the increase of popu- 
lation in Nova Scotia alone during the same 
period, and only about one-seventh the per 
centage of increase. (Loud cheers.) And 
it was to Massachusetts, it would be re- 
membered, that all our people were said by 
the Grits to be going. Evidently if they 
went there, they did not go to farm. (Re- 
newed cheering.)

Wasuinoton, September 5.—It Is esti- 


mated that the invading army of doctors 


now numbers five thousand individuals.

Cleveland, Secretary Bayard and Speaker 
Carlisle were escorted by Dr. Garnett to 


seats upon the stage at eleveno’clock and 
were greeted with applause by the audience, 


The assemblage was called to order by 
Prof. Henry Smith, of Philadelphia. After 
making a few remarks he introduced 


President Cleveland to the Congress. 
Tho President arose, bowed to the as- 


semblage, and when the applause had 


subsided he said: ‘I feel thac the country 
should be congratulated to day upon the 


presence in our Capital of so many of 


our own citizens, and those repre- 
senting foreign countries, who have 
distinguished themselyes in the science 
of medicine and are devoted to its 
further progress. My duty on this occa- 
sion is a yery pleasing and a very brief one, 
It is simply to declare that the ninth inter: 
national medical congrees is now open for

But 
it may be replied that quality is one thing, 
hostile discrimination against the trade of 
the mother country is ancther, Equality 
we have won; in discrimination we have 
been forbidden to indulge. This has boen a 

| standing rule by which the relation between 
| the mother country and the colonies has 
been regulated. Perhaps, under pressure, 
Great Britain might agree to let Canada 
discriminate against British trade ; but she 
would not do #o without exacting some sort 
of reciprocity. Lt is utterly unreasonable 
to expect that she would continue to bind 
hersolf to protect a colony which should 
discriminate against her trade, and in fayor 
of that of a foreign state, and in spite of 
Mr. Wiman's opinion tothe contrary, we 
feel certain that Canada has not the remot- 
‘est notion of making any such discrimination, 
(t is true that we have enacted a high 
tariff; and thav this bas been done, as Mr. 
Wiman observes, by ‘the Conservative or 
Tory party, who have been loud in their 
declarations of attachment to British con- 
nection and their love for British institu- 
tions.” All thisis true ; but we cannot see 
in the fact, as Mr. Wiman does, a warrant 
for ‘tgoing a step further and adding, say 
ten per cent., to the existing tariff,and thus 
equalize it to the American standard.” Nor

Our new customers, that is under the Am- 
erican tariff. What does this mean? Mr, 
Wiman' says it merely means an innocent 
ten per cent, addition to our tariff. But it 
means a great deal more, It means that 
we are to be compelled to buy the dear and 
inferior goods of the United States,and are 
to be forbidden to buy the cheap and su- 
perior goods of Great Britain. The lossin 
this exchange would be enormous. 

if Canada agreed to accept the American 
tariff, she Would surrender a vital part of 
her autonomy, and deprive herself of the 
power of adjusting her revenue to her ne- 
ceasities. ‘Lhe commercial independence 
which she now eujoys, and which it cost a 
long struggle to secure, would be surren- 
dered Without hope of recovery. Against 
such a retrogression all the active forces of 
the country are at war. No one in Canada 
seriously intends to surrender the power of 
making our own tariff, That power we 
may Use wisely or unwisely; it has no 
doubt been abused; but to surrender it 
would be to put the correction of mistakes 
out of our power. We should then have to 
yield up our fortunes to the abusive use of 
the tariff making powers of a foreign coun- 
try. And that the Americans are abusing 
that power more than we are does-not ad- 
mit of question. Mr, Wiman has repeatedly 
stated that the United Statas would readily 
agree to.commercial union with Oanada, 
but he has apparently become conyinced, 
somewhat recently, that she would not 
agree to surrender one jot of tariff-making 
power, but that, if we are to go into com- 
mercial union at all, we must adopt the 
American tariff bodily. This will settle the 
matter in the minds of every one who values 
the right of deciding on the conditions on 
which the trade and finance of the country 
shall be conducted, Oanada could not ac- 
cept terms so disadvantageous to her.

SEPTEMBER 
The Shannon and the OChosapoake, 
Nearly ovory one has read of the wroat 


naval battle between the Chesapeake and 
Shannon, which occurred on tho first of 


June, 1813. The man who brought the 
Amorican vorsel captive into Halifax, 
Lieutenant Wallis, a Nova Scotian, ins 
still alive, and in an interview the other 


day with a reporter at his home in Eng- 
land gave the following account of the 
fight : 

lt was atime of disaster and anxioty, 
Wo had been losing ships in all direc. 
tions, whon Capt, Broke sent in his formal 
challenge to Capt, Lawrence by a fishing ' 
beat. The Amorican Nelson signified his 
acceptance of it by firing a gun and hoist- 
ing a large flag bearing tho dovice Free 
Trade and Sailor's Lights! Lawrence was | 
sure of winning. A dinner was prepared i 
for the prisoners ; there was a plentiful 
supply of handcuffs on deck, and several 
merchant vessolscame out to witness our 
discomfiture, Weput off some six miles 
with threo ensigns flying, and she bore 
down upon us over the sea in gallant style, 
It was a death grapple. They cheered 
and fired. We replied simultancously 
with our shot. Three broadsides only 
wero delivered, and eleven minutes saw 
the ond of the fight. The vessels became 
entangled. Broke shouted for all who 
could to follow him, and when the ships 
separated he signalled that he was se- 
curely in pozsvssion, Every officer in 
the Chesapeake down to to the officiating 
chaplain was slain ; the courageous Law- 
rence shot through the body, died four 
days afterwards in his cabin. Broke was 
cut down and dangerously wounded by 
treachery and Watt, our first lieutenant, 
was killed by a bullet fromthefo-etop It 
then came to pass, at the age of two and 
twenty, I took command of the Shannon, 
put my junior, Mr. Falkiner, in charge of 
the prize, placed their own fetters on the 
wrists of our prisoners and set sail for Hal- 
ifax. It was Sunday when we arrived there 
and everybody was in church. We were 
concealed by a fog till close to the harbor ; 
the yards of both ships were manned, and 
the British flag floated proudly oyer tke 
American ensign, The rumor of our com- 
ing spread like wildfire; the worshippors 
rushed down'to the quays, and among those 
uke welcomed us was ‘‘Sam Slick” him- 
self.

night were mostly working people, As soon 
as the flames were out a force of men began 
searching forthe bodies. The stairway 
leading to the gallery was literary packed 
with bodies, while at the head of the stairs 
there were scores of others piled one on 
top of the other. The unfortunate victims 
had rushed to the door when the alarm was 
given, but found the stairway blocked and 
all means of escape cut off. In a short 
time the flames had caught them and they 
suffered a horrible death. 

There were pitiful scenes in the vicinity 
of the burned theatre this morning a® 
friends and relatives of the supposed victims 
awaited the recovery of the bodies. In 
many cases fathers and mothers both 

| perished and numerous children are thus 
left without meana of support. Several of 
the bodies were burned so that only a small 
portion remaiiet. 

The number of persons severely injured 
is sixty, and it is feared the death list will 
reach 140.

If an egg sinks 
ib is ready ; if an egy floats too strong. 
Now pour this lime water into deep earth- 
Gnwaro pot ; gently putfin your eggs ; fresh 
aid, no cracks, lake a cup and gently 
pour on this lime water until the eggs are 
quite covered. Tie paper over, Be sure 
and stand your pot or pots were they are 
not likely to be moved, and where they 
will'be free from frost. Prior to using 
eggs thus preserved wash each egg in cold 
water. If to buil for eating, prick a tiny 
hole at the top ; this prevents cracking.— 
Poultry World, : 

Tue Hamecuc Famiry or Fowss,— 
Among breeds of poultry possessing merit 
as egg producers may be mentioned those 
ofthe Hamburg family. The Uamburys 
are also very handsome fowls, and this in 
adaition to théir yalue as prolitic layers, 
secures them a considerable favor, The 
meat and bones being dark, they are not 
in demand among market men, Perhaps, 
however, the most undesirable characteris- 
tic of this race is that while young they 
are dolicate; yet, after six orseven months 
thoy appear to be hardy. In the south, or 
wherever they can be kept warm and com: 
fortable they thrive and prove fine layers. 
This family includes the golden penciled, 
golden spangled, silver penciled and silver 
spangled varieties. ‘The silyer spangled 
fowls, though small, are peculiarly graceful 
and sprightly. They represent a favorite 
breed with these poultry keepers who take 
pleasure in the beauty as well as the utility 
of their fowls. None of the Hamburga 
show much disposition to sit, unless in a 
state of groat freedom ; but they have been 
known to lay nearly every day through the 
year, except in the moulting season. 

Sscuniry rRoM Bee Srixcse—While in- 
terest in one’s work in the apiary is a great 
security from bee vtings, there are many 
persons who will require further protection 
especially when handling hybrids. For 
those who must protect their hands there 
is nothing better than long rubber gloves. 
An over-sleeye of cotton cloth, with an 
elastic in each end, to hold itsnugly in 
place at wrist and elbow, will prevent ram- 
bling bees from making explorations inside 
of, one’s sleeve. 

To guard the face, a veil of mosquito 
netting, tarlatan .orlace is~ sometimes in- 
dispensable. A piece one, and one-fourth 
yards by three-fourths yard should be sew- 
ed together, with an elastic cordin one 
end, to be adjusted over the hat crown. 
Four or five inches from the top insert a 
piece of fine wire cloth or atout, stiff bobi- 
net lace, six by nine inches. At a suit- 
able distance from the bottom attach a nar- 
row tape, to tieabout the neck. A num- 
ber of veils should always bein readiness, 
not only for the use of the apiarian and as- 
sistante; but for the convenience of visitors 
who may desire to witness the the opera- 
tions. Women, who are becoming more 
avd more interested in practical bee keep- 
ing, ought’ to wear appropriate dress for 
the work. The dress should have a skirt 
short enough to escape being draggled in 
wot grass.. Drawérs'should be made close 
about the ankles; and sleeves close at 
the wristss Such adress with voil and 
gicyes, affords women ample protection 
from stings. 

DrArn Pipes aNd Sewers.--There is no 
longer any necessity for urging the im 
portance of drains and sewers for carrying 
off the waste from houses and the surround- 
ing grounds, for everybody admits this im- 
portance, ‘Very many people, however, 
with the best possible intentions, lay their 
sewor and drain pipes insuch a way as to 
augment instead of decreasing the evils for 
which the drains were designed. ; 

Moyor Wheeler, of Auburn, N. Y., in 
pamphlet recently issued describes, with 
illustrations, the dangers which often arise 
from badly laid sewers and drain pipes. A 
common mistake is the one where the 
cément pipe is badly laid, the projecting 
collars preventing the sections of the pipe 
from resting on sufliciont support. The 
consequence is, the earth above the pipes 
cracks and breaks them,allowing the leakage 
of impure water and the escape of foul air 
through every opening.

In a recent bulletin, Prof. Sanborn gives 
the result of recont feeding tosta with piga, 
Ho finds that for a pound of grain a large 
hog, weighing %50 pounds say, requires 
twice as much food as one that woighs fifty 
pounds, and that in general the cost of a 
pound of growth, instead of being less 
after 150 pounds is reached, as is goneral- 
ly believed in, is always greater. Having 
shown that the simple maintenance ration 
of 4 120 pound shoat may bo less than two 
per cent, of its weight, the tests prove that 
a slight advance upon this amount of food 
makes & comparatively smallor increase of 


weight than where sufticient food is given to 
make a pound or a little more a day. That 
is, it is economy to feed young pigs up to 
that limit. The food needed for this 
growth is Ides than that needed for pure 
maintenance, and, therefore, the economy 
of quick fattening. Tho daily growth 
increases up to a weight of 150 to 200 
pounds, and the costof a pound's growth 
increases with size until maturity, after 
which this cost increases most rapidly. 
Continuous growth up to a limit of a pound 
aday is better than to have cramming 
periods. Tho sum of the mattor is’ that it 
is most profitable to market pigs young,and 
that every shoat over eight or nine months 
old should be banished. In regard to 
specific foods it appears that skim milk and 
meals are the most effective rations fed, that 
middlings is the best single food, and that 
cob meal, when the cobs are finely ground, 
s,a8 officient food as clear corn meal,

“Who eat frog lega! 
“Well,-you see, the sporting people are 
particularly fond of them. In fact they 
are eaten by Amoricans generally, although 
it was originally a French dish, as we all 
know, and so distinotively so that France 
became popularly styled the nation of frog- 
eaters, To stigmatizea Frenchman as a 
frog-eater has come to be an ancestral 
chestnut, Very few Germans will eat them. 
I don’t know whether it is because of any 
squeamishness or whether they dislike 
frogs, just because their hated neighbors, 
the French, made so much of them. What- 
ever the reason, they won't eat them. Our 
Milwaukee frog supply is obtained from the 
little lakes, marshes and creeks over the 
State, and Wisconsin is a great froy State. 
Just now the receipts of hams are quite 
large from Muskegon, Boscobel and Prairie 
du Chien. The supply is larger this. year 
than last, but it is still much short of the 
demand, as go many more people call for 
them. sig frog legs measure from eight 
to ten inches in length, and for this size we 
pay from 80 cents to $1.20 a dozen. We 
dish them out at from $1,20 to $1.50a 
dozen, and fix them up so that seyen legs 
At this size they will run 
about six legs tothe pound. We pay from 
35 to 60 cents a dozen for the smaller ones, 
and get from 75 to 85 cents for them on the 
table. Weare going to haye some mon- 
sters in to-morrow. They areon their 
way, and I wish you would call in and see 
them.” 

‘© How do you prepare them ” 

‘* There is only one way to dish up frogs, 
and that is to fry them Jike oysters, in a 
batter of cornmeal and eggs. They mustn’t 
be too well cooked, and if just right a more 
tempting dish was never set before an 
epicure. They are sucha great delicacy, 
too. Why, wehaye numerous calls from 
invalids for frogs’ legs,who say such a diet 
has been prescribed by the attending physi- 
cian. A sick person can 6at, enjoy and 
digest a dish of frogs, when any other 
meat you might name would produce almost 
mortal agony or very harmful results,”— 
ukee Sentinel.

For instance, he writes 
a two-column letter to the Mail to explain 
that he dods not advocate the political an- 
nexation of Canada to the United States, 
while at the«same.time he predicts that

no distant period, Now, Professor Smith 
knows that the groat majority of those who 
have no fixed opinion, that ‘is, the great 
majority of. the human race, are always 
disposed to accept the inevitable, and that 
if he can persuade them that any of his fads 
is sure to succeed, a large proportion of 
such persons*would ‘hollo” forit. The 
soparation of Canada from the British Em- 
pire and its annexation to the American 
Republic has long been a pet idea of Pro- 
fessor Smith, and this is the underhand 
way in which he is attempting to ‘* boom” 
it in connection with commercial union, 
And yet he pretends to be a loyal English- 
man | t upon such loyalty! A loyalty 
which would deprive his mother country 
of the support of the fairest and strongest 
of her possessions, which would close 
against her the Intercolonial and Canadian 
Pacific Railways just when they might be 
needed to hafile thedesigns of Russia upon 
her [ndian Empire, or perhaps those of 
> other powers upon her Australian colonier, 

and go far towards reducing Britain to the 
level of a second or third rate power, exiat- 
ing by the sufferance of the powerful na- 
tions which aré being built up around her, 
and most of which are actuated by rivalry 
of her magnificent commerce, envy of her 
extentive territorial possessions, and some 
of them by rey enge for former humiliations, 
The course which he is porsuing in this 
; matter may prove Professor Smith to 
possess the talent which would benefit an 
Old Bailey lawyer, but can neither redound 
to his reputation for wisdom as a_philoso- 
pher nor honeaty as apolitician or as a man. 


A BLUNDERING ADVOCATE, 

The Kingston Whiy, which advocates 
commercial annexation, makes the follow- 
ing damaging admission :

flames stayed. The origin of the fire is at 

tributed to small boys, who were smoking 
in the barn adjoining tho residence of Dr, 
Duff and John Grange’s drug store. Mr, 
Grange used the uppor part of the barn as 
a store room, while in the lower part Dr. 
Duff kept his horses. The firo was first 
discovered after 9a.m. Dr, Dutf, who 
was in his surgery at the time, hearing a 
voice calling “‘fire, firs,” ran into the yard, 

and found the barn ia flames. With dif- 
ficulty he rescued his two horaes, and bug- 
gies, and as the flimes were spreading 
rapidly, he notified Mrs. Duff and Miss 
Strange, of Kingaton, of the fire. Mrs, 
Duff hurried out, but Miss Strange remain- 
ed behind to secure some articles, and Dr, 
Duff, seeing that she was in danger rushed 
after her, and it was with diffisulty she was 
rescued, Of all his furuitura, onlya sew- 
ing machine was saved, All his books col- 
lected from early youth, up, were destroy- 
ed, as well as his medical instruments, 
worth hundreds of dollars. On these and 
his furniture, he had no insurance, conse- 
quently his loss can be estimated. His 
business books were also destroyed ; thus 
the doctor is placedin a most undesirable 
position. 

After the fire had burned for a short 
time the high wind blowing at the time 
carried the cinders-across the street an ig- 
nited the store of Thos, Johnston, which 
also quickly fella prey to the devouring 
elements. At the same time Dr. Daff’s 
house being on a corner, the three houses 
on the other corners also caught fire, and 
burned furiously. Back of each house the 
flames spread, until at one time over seven- 
teen buildings were burning furiously. The 
residents became terribly excited, and 
people were running hither and thither, un- 
able todo anything, Many attempted to 
rush down the street and were scorched. 
Until the help arrived from Napanee noth’ 
ing could be done, as the heat was so in- 
tense, no one could go near the burning 
buildings, Men and women were helping 
neighbers to remove their furniture and 
things, when they were warned that their 
own places were on fire. Some people 
in removing their furniture, placed it 
at what they thought a safe distance 
away, but they were mistaken, as in 
many cases it took fire and was destroyed. 

After John Wells’ harness shop had ig- 
nited, R. Rooks’ jewelry store followed 
next, Mr, Caton’s house and store on the 
east side followed, and then the town hall 
blazed up. At this time sheds and stables 
in rear of the places mentioned were burn- 
ing furiously, and the high wind carrying 
the cinders, set fire to W. A. Bell’s barn, 
two miles away, and burned the building 
with allits contents. Jas. Davy, shoe- 
maker, besides losing every thing he own- 
ed, was badly burned. He was assisting 
his neighbors to remove their things when 
he was notified that his own house was in 
flames. He entered what was then his 
home, and which wast fast disappearing. 
Seeing that he could not save any of his 
stock or furniture, he descended to the 
cellar after two bales of leather, but there 
the smoke choked him and friends hearing 
his wife scream, he was pulled out of the 
burnirg building with much difliculty. His 
arms, neck and face were badly burned,and 
Dr, Huff had to turn his attention to him, 
His injuries were dressed in the best man- 
ner possible, all the doctor's drugs having 
been destroyed,

Mr. Burdett was the 
only villager, ofalarge number who were 
spoken to, who had decided as to what thoy 
will do, The only hotel in the place is in 
ashes, and there is no place for a traveller 
to stop. Last night not a pound of butter 
could be secured, or a loaf of bread for love 
or money. Every store is in ashes and the 
stocks were consumed, Many who had no 
place to go last night slept where they could 
lay their heads. 

One disgraceful feature of the disaster 
was that some parties indulged in thieving 
to a considereble extent,carrging off boldly 
what they could lay their hands on. This 
morning & meeting was to be held of the 
sufferers, when something would be decid- 
ed upon to assist those who are in want, 
By giving a description of the place, those 
who have been in Newburg can understand 
the devastation. After passing over the 
bridge, and by the paper mill, every place 
on both sides of the main street with the 
exception of about a dozen buildings are 
destroyed. From the town hallback to the 
N.,T. & Q R.R station every stick of wood, 
small shed or building was sweptaway. A 
largo quantity of lumberowned by the Rath- 
bun Co. burned like match wood. Dr. Duff's 
residence and John Grange’s drug store, 
took fire simultaneously. These were fol- 
lowed by Wells’ harness shop, and the bil- 
liard room. Thon A. Oaton’s store ignited 
and the roar of the flames was awful. 
While Caton’s store was burning, the town 
hall, owned by Mr, J. Burdett,ignited,and 
from that moment houses all over the vil- 
lage were set on fire and confusion reigned. 
When a house caught fire, the owner had 
to remain idle in many cases and watch his 
property disappear, as the Napanee engine 
was working where it would do the most 
good, 

The woods surrounding Newburg, which 
caught fire, burnt only a few hours, and at 
ten o'clock last evening thay had been 
extinguished. Many of those whose homes 
were destroyed, wont to Napaneeon the 
train while other went to Clark's Mills, 

In the matter of insurance, none, as far 
as could be leurned, were insured. The 
Rathburn company and the N. T. & Q. R. 
R. may have policies, The total loss it is 
impossible to estimate.

TABERNAULE SERMONS 


DISCOURSE BY REV. T. DeWITT TALMACE. 


THE QUEENS OF HOME. 


Tne Hamprons, Sept 4.—The Rev. Dr. T. 
DeWitt Tatmage’s text to-day was from Solc- 
mon’s song, vi, 8: ‘There are three ecore 
queen's,” Following is the sermon in full : 

So Solomon, by one stroke, set forth the im- 
perial character ofa trae Christian woman. She 
is not a slave, nor a hierling, not a subordinate 
but a Queen; and in my text Solomon sees six- 
ty of these helping to make up the royal pagrant 
of Jesus. Inaformer sermon I showed you 
that crown and court y attendants and imperia 
wardrobe were not necessary to make a queen; 
but that graces of the heart and life wili give 
coronation toany woman, J showed you at 
some length that woman's position was higber 
in the world’s than man’s, and that although 
she had often besn denied the right of suffrage, 
she always did vote and always would vote by | 
ber influence ; snd that ber chief desire ought 
to be that she should haye grace rightly to :ule 
in the dominion she has already won, I began 
an enumeration of some of her rights, and this 
morning I resume the subject.

It was not always 
thus with theknightof the two-sided shield, 
howdver. When in office he was moro 
cheerful, and in August, 1878, when ho 
was Minister of Finance and the election 
cont&f which resulted mm the overthrow of 
the Grit party was nearing its culmination, 
Sir Richard, ina speech at Charlottotown,

ward Island, said : 

“They say Wo must have reciprocity and 
wo cannot live without it. For the Do- 
minion of Canada, I take exception to that 
statement. While reciprocity is desirable, 
we are not in such a state of subjection to 
the United States that we cannot live with- 
cut it, We bave men and ships, and will 
‘oarry the war into Africa.’ Wo will find 
now markets for ourselves and cut them 
out. There is nothing better caloulated to 
prevent the bringing about of reciprocity 
than to tell the Americans we cannot live 
without them, It would induce them to 
bélieve that they had the power to drive us 
to their own terms,” 

’ Sir Richard’s romarks were, it may here 
be explained, founded on the fact that in 
the previous month the United States 
House, of Representatives had passed a 
resolution appointing a committee to visit 
‘Prince Edward Island and obtain all neces- 
sary information with reference to a reci- 
procal treaty with that province, The com- 
mittee visited the island and a draft treaty 
was drawn up and submitted to the Imper- 
ial Government, which, however, declined 
to take any steps at that time. 

= “These were good and patriotic words,and 
; better than that they were true. When 
the reciprocity treaty with the United 
States, which endured from 1854 to 1866, 
was abrogated by our neighbors, the pre- 
diction was freely made that Canada would 
be ruined, and that, within a very few 
years, the then British provinces would be 
driven tosoek annexation to the United 
States. There is good reason to believe 
that the action of the United States Gov- 
ernment in terminating the treaty was to a 
considerable degree influenced by that 
consideration ; but whether or not such 
was the case, the anticipation was not real- 
ized{’ Aécording to official figures, the 
total trade of the provinces, including New- 
foundland, in the last year of the treaty 
amounted to $160,409,455, and fell in the 
first’ year after repeal to $139,202,014, but 
in 1873, only seven years after repeal, it 
had risen to $235,301,203. 

These facta show that the assertion that 
Canada is *‘ hopeless and helpless” is a base 
libel on: one of the most fertile and pros- 
perous countries under the sun, We, asa 
people, have shown our ability not only to 
live but to prosper whilst dealing and being 
dealt with by our neighbors on the same 
terms as with the rest of the world, 


EXPERIMENTAL AGRICULTURE. 


Dr. Bellhas received from the Hon. 
Norman J. Colman, U. S. Commissioner 
of Agriculture, a copy of the report of his 
department for the year 1856, forming a 
compact 8 yo volume of over 700 pages, with 
many illustrations of weeds, insects, fungi, 
&c; Under the heading of this article we 
find the following : 

“All other industries and the public wel- 
fare are so dependent upon the prosperity 
of agriculture in almost every country, that 
the investigation and experiment needed 
for the progress of farming in any given 
country, has come to be acknowledged as 
work properly undertaken at public ex- 
pense and under the direction of the state, 
The only question which appears to be 
open for discussion in this connection is as 
to the best provision for that experimenta] 
work which is recognized as essential to 
the progressive agriculture of our times. 

‘Institutions for this purpose, generally 
known as agricultural experiment stations, 
haye been established and supported by 
public funds, some for nearly thirty years 
in many parts of Europe, and for a shorter 
time in several of the United States. The 
“‘station” is simply a comparatively new 
and improved method of conducting agri- 
cultural experiments. It isa place where 
discovery for the benefit of farming is 
made a regular business, with complete 
equipment, and managed by competent 
men. These cstablishments have become 
so valoable and popular in Europe that 

; they have rapidly increased in number, un- 
til there are now about one hundred and 
forty in operation.” 

The above forms a complete, though nn- 
intenconal endorsement of the action of 
the Dominion Government in establishing 
agricultural farms in tho several Provinces 
of the Dominion ; and that they mean those 
institutions to be of practical valuo, and 
not of meré political significance, is oyi- 
denced by the choice they have made of a 
genoral superintendent, to carry out their 
beneficent intentions, viz; Mr. Wm. 
Saunders, of London, Ontario, than whom 
porhaps there does not exist in the Do- 
minion & man more capable of ensuring the 
success of the important commiasion 
trusted to him,

The Hen Fab'e, 


Once more the industrious hen and 
** broilers,”’ out of season, have done duty 
in favor of commercial union, It is quite 
true, as stated by Mr. Wiman, at Orono,on 
Tuesday, that a pair of young chickens 
somotimes solls as high as $2.50. in Now 
York, Butit isonly part of the truth. 
This isatatimoof the year, Fobruary, 
when it is,in the orderof nature, almost 
impossible to have ‘*broilers”’ ready for the 
market. To cap fertile eggs, from which 
to produce the chickens, is very difficult. 
And then nature has so ordered it that the 
maternal duty of incubation is not recog- 
dized by the hen, at the very timo when 
she would be required to sit to produce 
February “‘broilors.’’ We have to fall 
back then upon artificial processes of incu- 
bation, A large proportion of the eggs will 
prove to be absolutely wantivg in fertility. 
And if fertile eggs could be gut, the process 
of artificial incubation requires a degree of 
knowledge and adaptation which any one 
who is master of can,according to the latest 
authorities, command three thousand dol- 
lars a year for his services. The process is 
one which the ordinary farmer can never 
employ with success, and he would not 
benefit by supplying the New York market 
with ‘broilers,’ in February, when they 
are scarce and dear. The industrious hen 
must now be withdrawn from duty, in the 
service of commercial union,—Monetary

There were tears and trouble in Stock- 
holm; there was sorrow in every house 
and hamlet in Sweden; there was conster- 
nation throughout Protestant Europe. 

The **Lions 
of the North” had fallen on the bloody 
and victorious field of Lutzen, and only 4 
very small girl of six stood asthe repre 
sentative of Sweden's royalty.

“Better yet, brothers,” cried Lars Lars 
son, now her most loyal supporter; ‘‘she 
sits upon the throne of the Kings ; let her 
be proclaimed King of Sweden.”

THE FASTEST TORPEDO BOAT APLOAT TESTED 
IN THE THAMES, 


Lonpon, Sept. 10.—A trial forspeed of 
what is proved to be the fastest torpedo 
boat afloat took place onthe Thames yester- 
day. At 10.20 a. m, the new torpedo boat 
Rayo, built at the order of the Spanish 
government by Thorneycroft, of Chiswick, 
took on board a number of gentlemen con- 
nected with the Spanish legation, The 
Rayo is of steel,contains twelve water-tight 
compartmen‘s and is a twin screw vessol. 
She is constructed to carry four torpedoes. 
Six runs weremade over a measured mile, 
giving an average run of 294 statute miles 
per hour. The fastest run, the fourth, was 
equal to a speed of 32} statute miles, 
Subsequently a two hours’ run past the Nore 
and to sea, took place, a speed of 24,63 
knots being recorded. The acquisition of 
the Rayo will put the Spanish government 
in posseasion of the two fastest torpedo 
boats afloat, the Aricte being nearly equal 
to the former in speed.

ly so of excessive rainfall. Very possibly 
now that the driven well patent has expir- 
ed, and its use is free to everybody, arte- 
sian wells will be made by enterprising 
farmers, not only for house and stock sup- 
ply, but for the irrigation of their land, 

It is the undoubted tendency of the pres- 
ent methods of cultivation to increase the 
evils of drought. As vegetable matter is 
burned or washed out of the soil by expos- 
ure to gun and rain it does not hold so 
much moisture as formerly. When heavy 
rains come, instead of sinking into the leafy 
mould under the forests, as they used to 
do when land was new, they flood the sur- 
face and run off quickly, carrying with 
them much valuable vegetable matter into

Boe-Keoeping tn Auget. 


Ln sections where dark honey is gathered 
this month, the nice, white clover and bass- 
wood honey should be taken from the hive 


before it is soiled, or before it is injured by 
admixture with the darker. Boxes takon 
offin June and July should be carefully 
examined, snd if worms are found, tho 
honey should be fumigated with sulphur, 
When dark honey abounds, it is well to take 
the full frames out of tho hive and set away 
for wintor stores, replacing them by framos 
of foundation. We advise this very strong- 
ly, when bees can be secured in tho fall 
from neighbors who made a practice of 
destroying their bees. So also when after, 
golden-rod, smart-weed, or other autumn 
flowers abound, which produce also honoy ; 
this can be saved and the loss saleable buck- 
wheat honey bo substituted for winter. 
Continue the brood rearing this month, 
even if it shall be necessary to feed, as suc- 
cessful wintering depends on the care of the 
bees during this month and next. 

If the honey harvest has closed, see that 
all empty cells are in the centre of the 
brood next where the queen may deposit 
her oggs. After the flowers havo finished 
secreting nectar, the bees are much more 
difficult to handle, and are more inclined 
to robbery than at any othertime. There- 
fore in removing boxes, be as gentle as 
possible, and smoke them well before open- 
ing the hive. 

If any stocks are weak, build them up 
by inserting frames of brood from others. 
Keep entrances contracted, as a safety 
against robberies, If surplus boxes are on, 
they must be kept warm, to aid waxwork- 
ing.—American Agriculturist for August.

LONDON, Sept 12 In tho House of Com 
mons this aftornoun, ona motion that tho 
House go into committees on the appro- 
priation bill's, 

Sir Wilham Vornon Harcourt, Liberal, 
| called attention to the general policy of 
| the Government in’ Ireland, especially to 

the invasion of rights of people respecting 
| the holding of public meetings. He de- 
| manded that the House be informed of the 
| nature of the instructions given to the po- 
| lice in Ireland regarding'the line of action 
they are to pursue with respect to public 
| Meotings ; also whether the report was true 
| that Gen. Sir Redvers Buller had resigned 
his post of Under Secretary for Ireland, 
and what were the reasons for his resigua- 
tion, 

He claimed that the Irish people possess- 
ed in common with the English people the 
right to meet, and denounced the action 
of the legislative branch jof the Govern- 
ment, and declared that Attompts to pre- 
vent the holding of such meetings violated 
the common law and the Constitution, and 
wero a flagrant breach and denial of the 
fundamental principles of both, and were 
wholly incompatible withithe existence of 
freo government or the rights of a free 
people. 

Some Tory journals had suggested that 
machine guns ought to be used against the 
Irish people. (Cries of ** What papers 1’) 
The St, James Gazette, answered the speak- 
er, adding ‘‘a typical Tory organ,” *' The 
most detestable and scaniulous language 
has been used in the Time," Sir William 
went on, ‘for the express purpose of driy- 
ing the Irish to revolt ; language such as 
never before degraded the press of a free 
country. Ifthe advice of the Unionist 
press had been followed, what between ma- 
chine guns, evictions and Tory landlords, 
soon very few Irish people would be left.” 
He was confident, he said, that the Lrish 
people would persist in the prudence and 
calmness they had already exhibited. If 
anything was dear to the English it was the 
right of public meeting, which the Govern- 
Did the 
Government try the experiment of their 
new doctrine with the people of England, 
the country would mako short work of 
them, The heart of Eagland was with the 
Irish in vindicating the right of public 
meeting, and would support them until 
justice was done. Meetings must con- 
tinue to be held in all parts of Ireland. 
(Parnellite cheers.) If there was one ‘Jes- 
son in the history of politics which was 
taught more than another it was that a 
cause which could not bear upon discussion 
was already lost, (Cheers.) The Goyern- 
ment’s dread of public meeting would seal 


| their lrish policy. 


MR, BALFOUR’S REPLY. 
Mr. Balfour, replying to Sir William Ver- 


| non Harcourt, said that the instructions 
' the police were now acting under were the 
| same they had received when Sir William 
| ‘was a member of the Gladstone Govern- 


ment. (Cheers.) With regard to Gen. 
Buller, Mr. Balfour said he had always 
acted in perfect harmony with the present 
Government. His appointment as Under 
Secretary for Ireland was only temporary, 
and he resigned now simply because he 
desired not to delay his return to the War 
Office, (Cries of **Oh,” *Oh,” from the 
Parnellites.) If anyone supposed that 
General Buller's retirement was due in the 
slightest degree to a difference of opinion 
with him (Mr, Balfour) the supposition was 
absolutely false. Referring to Sir William's 
contention that the suppression of public 


| meetings was iliegal, Mr. Balfour said he 


did not know at what period Sir William 
lost his knowledge of law; but it was a 
matter of history that under the common 
law of Ireland Sir William himself acted 
with Messrs. Gladstone and Forster in pro- 
claiming 130 meetings. (Cheers.) It was

of 123, See Toronto Globe of the 13th. 
These facts speak trumpet-tongued in refu- 
tation of Mr, Skinner’s slander, Canada

But the advocates of that project 
have admitted times out of number that 
the United States tariff, not of customs 
alone but Of inland revenue as well, would 
of necessity be that of the union. Again, 
they admit'that on questions as to changes 
in the tariff Canada would have but ono 
voice against twelve cr thirteen for our 
neighbors. Canada would thus be abso- 
lutely powerless—a mere commercial ap- 
pondage of the United States—commercial- 
ly annexed to the United States and with 
less po or influence in regard to de- 
termining questions vitally affecting hor 
commercial prosperity than if she were 
politically annexed-to the great Republic. 
The term commercial annexation is not, 
then,.a misleading Phrase, as the Whig 
asserts, and our contemporary, although it 
indignantly denies the fact, is an advocate 
of commercial annexation—of a project 
which ‘would hand our country over to the 
United States, bound hand and toot, likea 
sheep ready for the shearer. 

The Whiq confesses that it does not pro- 
feas to speak for the farmers of the United 
States, and professes that "tlie misprint of 
a word or two permitted of the miscon- 
struction’ placed upon it by us.

The Convention of Young Conservatives 
in Temperance Hall on Tuesday made up 
in enthusiasm what it lacked in numters.

P., J, B. Clarke and others occupied seats 
on the platform. Severalof these gentlo- 
mon delivered short addresses of encourage- 
ment. The principal business of the after- 
noon was the adoption of a constitution 
for thé Provincial Association. In a gen- 
eral way it may be said that the Provincial 
Association will be constituted of delegates 
twenty in number from each election dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Northrup was appointed to the

athing. I believe our public men have the 
interests of our country at heart, and when 
the proper time comes and the American 
delegation or commission meet with ours in 
council, they will meet to cansummate its 
objects and purpose, each having that love 
of country in their breasts, and meeting not 
with the purpose of perpetrating a fraud 
the one upon the other, but with the view 
of honorably arriving at» basis of a fair and 
honest conclusion of the object of the gath- 
ering—the fixing of the proposed change in 
duties, and the proportion allotted to each 
people.

No Commercial Unionist would for one 
moment listen to any formation of the 
Council or delegation unless Canada had a 
fair representation thereon, not to be fixed 
upon the basis of representation by popu- 
lation, but of day one-half or thereabout— 
and I say if the United States be sincere in 
the matter of C. U. (and she will not en- 
tertain the matter at all unless she be so), 
she knows very well,- as everyone must 
know, that the object of a union cannot be 
but short-lived if the terms and division of 
customs, etc., be not fair to each country, 
and,l have no fear but that Canada’s dele- 
gation will see that we have what is proper. 

re i the Americans being sincere in 
the question, they certainly will not object 
to Canada having a representation such as 
Ihave spoken of, because the question of 
the numerical representation of each coun- 
try is a secondary matter, the principal 
object being the formation of the union or 
customs agreement, and concerning which 
a representative or twofrom each country 
could as well settle as 50 or 100. The object 
of the union being not for the purpose of 
‘* fleecing " one another, but an honest de- 
sire to arrive at a fair basis of division of 
the revenue of both countries, each having 
the desire to arrive at a sottlement, surely 
it can be dene. And, in the language of 
one of your correspondents, as well also as 
expressed by others, ‘* no objections, if we 
can have a fair reciprocity "—that is what 
we O. Unionists say—or no union. 

I apprehend that the English people— 
the masses—will and would like our “loyal- 
ty’’ beyond measure if we are able to pay 
our bills and bonds, which are distributed 
among the great middle classes of the 
kingdom, as and when they became due, 
better than the lip loyalty just now so 
glibly dropped, and nothing to pay the 
same, without it be a renewal, which, I 
may say here, isa costly matter to the 
country. 

Therefore everything we do to enhance 
the prosperity of this couatry places us in a 
better position to pay our debts to our Eng- 
lish creditors promptly and without renew- 
als. Itis, 1 should say, a practical and much 
better way of expressing our loyalty to and 
interest in England (because the large mass- 
68 practically feel this) than the continuation 
of our present system, which places a few 
pounds into the pockets of its, millionaire 
meérchant princes at the expense of our 
pockets and happiness, and the happiness 
and contentment of the numerous investors 
among the Erglish people. * 

It does seem absurd to refuse to trade 
with sixty millions of people at our doors, 
if they are willing, and at the same time we 
send out representatives to France, Spain, 
Australia, the West Indies, &., to open up 
channels of trade, Let us trade with every 
people on the face of the earth, 1 should gay, 
and not refuse to barter with our next door 
neighbor which can be made profitable, and 
go off thousands of miles seeking the same 
thing. If we buy from and sell to this 65,- 
000,000 to our south, it does not of neces- 
sity shut us off from selling to all the other 
customers we have, not a bib,

A comparison of ventilation could notwell 
be made betwoon this school and our Cen- 
tral School.

Mn, Epiron,—At tho present time a great 
deal is being said, both orally and through 
the public printé;soncerning Commercial 
union botween Canadaand the UnitedStates, 
| To the Canadians, Commercial Union is 
hot an untried project, 

The Province ot Upper Canada and the 
| Province of Lower Canada tried commercial 
union forty years, and found that it led in- 
evitably to open war between the parties or 
to legislative union, 

In 1791, King George ILL was pleased to 
siguify, by message to both Houses of the 
Imperial Parliament, his Royal intention 
to divide his proviuce of Quebec in North 
America into two separate provinces, to be 
called the province of Upper Canada and 
the province of Lower Canada, and inviting 
that Parliament to form a constitution that 
would be suitable to both provinces.—(Ch, 
81, Slst Geo. ILL) 

The province was divided accordingly, 
and the division line was placed west of 
Montreal, That left Upper Canada with- 
out @ seaport, consequently our customs 
| dues must needs be all paid in Lower Can- 
ada, and by ch, 88, 14 George ILI. all duti- 
able goods were forbidden to come in any 
other way, exoepting, rum and all other 
spirituous liquors, which any British sub- 
ject could bring in by land carriage or in- 
land navigation,duty free. 

Yot the Home Parliament left to the two 
Canadian parliaments the difficult task of 
devising a way whereby these customs dues 
should be divided between the two Canadas. 

The Upper Canadian Parliament, by ch. 
9, s. 33, George IIL, appointed three com- 
missioners, to meet a like number of com- 
missioners to be appointed by Lower Can- 
ada to settle this question, but their agreo- 
ment to have no validity until sanctioned 
by the Upper Canadian Parliament. 

The Upper Canadian Parliament by chap, 
3, 35th George ILI., agreed to the commis- 
| sioners’ award, which was as follows : 

Art, I, For the two years then past, Up- 
per Oanada should receive three hundred 
and thirty-three pounds, four shillings and 
two pence currency. 

Art. LI. That the Legislature uf Upper 
Canada will noy impose any duties whatso- 
ever on any goods, wares, or merchandise 
imported into Lower Canada and passing 
into Upper Canada, but will allow and ad- 
mit the Legislature of Lower Canada to im- 
pose and levy such reasonable duties on such 
goods, wares and merchandise aforesaid, as 
they may judge expedient for the purpose 
of raising a revenue within the Province of 
Lower Canada. 

Art. III, That of such duties as the 
Legislature of Lower Canada hath already 
imposed or may hereafter impose on any 
goods, wares or merchandise coming into 
the Province of Lower Canada, the Pro- 
vince of Upper Canada will be entitled to 
receive annually and to dispose of one 
eighth of their net produce for the use and 
benefit of the said Province of Upper Can- 
| ada, the other seven eighths remaining for 
the use of Lower Canada. 

Art. IV. That there shall annually in the 
month of December, or as soon afterwards 
as possible, be furnished to the Lieutenant 
Goyernor or person administering the Goy- 
ernment of the Province of Upper Canada 
for the time being, duplicates of the ac- 
counts of all duties that now are or here- 
after may be imposed by the Legislature 
of Lower Canada. 

Art. V. Thatthisagreement is to continue 
and be in force until the last day of Decem- 
| ber one theusand seven hundred and ninety 
| six, and no longer, 
| The Upper Canada Parliament, by chap. 
6, 36th George 11L., again appoint. three 
commissioners to meet other three com- 
missioners appointed by Lower Canada for 
the purpose of rearranging the division of 
custom dues, but their arrangement to 
have no effect until sanctioned by Upper 
Canada, 

The Upper Canada Parliament, by chap. 
12—37George III, refused to sanction the 
| award of these last commissioners, but 
authorized the Lieutenant Governor from 
time to time to appoint three other com- 
missioners to treat, consult and agree with 
the persons to be duly authorized for that 
purpose by Lower Canada, of and concern- 
ing the establishing of duties or payment 
of drawbacks, to be imposed or allowed on 
goods passing from one province into the 
other, and concerning any regulatigns, pro- 
vision, matters and things which may re- 
gard the commerce, manufactures or pro- 
duce of the said province ; said agreement 
| to have no effect until confirmed by this 
province, 

The Upper Canada Legislature by Chap. 
| 5, 39 George ILI, grumblingly adopted an 
agreement that contained eleven articles, 
Article 2 was as follows; In considera- 
tion of the Legislature of Upper Canada 
relinquishing the imposition of duties as 
| aforesaid, the Legislature of Lower Oanada 
| will allow a just proportion of the duties 
| imposed by them to be paid to Upper Can- 
| ada, and in order to ascertain such pro- 

portion, a fit and proper person shall be 

| appointed at the joint expense of both 

_| Provinces to reside at Coréau du Lac as 

inspector for the purpose of demanding 

} abd receiving account of articles subject to 

duties contained in boats, canoes and car 
riages passing by that place 

Article 6.—That the Legislature of Up- 

per Canada shall impose and levy upon all 
| articles subject to duties in Lower Canada 
which shall be brought into Upper Canada 
from the United States of America with- 
out passing through Lower Canada, duties 
| equal to those that are or shall bo imposed 
and levied on similar articlos when brought 
from the United States of America into

The Upper Canada Varliamont by chap. 
1,41 Georgo IIL. grumblingly adopted an 
agreement continuing chap. 12, 37, George 
LIL. to the year of our lord 1805 and no 
longer. 

The Upper Canada Parliament by chap 
4, 45, George IIT, ronowed to the firat day 
of March 1809, 

The Upper Canada Parliament by chap. 
1,49, George II], renewed to the 25th 
March, 1811, 

The Upper Canada Parliament by chap. 
5, 51, George IT, grumblingly renewed to 
25th March, 1813, and no longer. 

We oould never get a satisfactory ac- 
count of the money, Matters continued in 
this unsatisfactory way till about 1826, 
when John Beverley Robinson, member of 
the Upper Canada Parliament, advocated 
the improvement of the navigation of the 
St, Lawrence, that goods might pass 
through to UpperCanada without materially 
breaking bulke then the customs could be 
collected in Upper Canada. Marshal §. 
Bidwell, member of the Upper Canada 
Parliament, advocated the constructing of 
acanal from the foot of Lake Ontario 
across to the Hudson river, then Upper 
Canada would have ogress and ingress that 
way. The more fiery Tories proposed that 
we should shoulder the honest spoken 
British musket, march to Lower Canada, 
take Montreal, attach it to Upper Canada, 
and trust no more to the duplicity of the 
d—dFrench. The extreme wing of the Re- 
form party advocated annexation to the Uni- 
ted States. The moderate of both parties 
stood with uplified hands, eyes heaven 
ward, piously ejaculating, ‘*Good Lord 
deliver us!" At this juncture the indis- 
creets zeal of the Tory party was shown 
by taking Collins, editor of a Reform pa- 
per, prisoner, bringing him to trial for li- 
beling the Government, which was punish- 
able with banishment for life. But the 
jury failed to find a verdict, and by mal- 
treating W. L. McKenzie, Reform member 
of Parliament, swearing out a warrant for 
high treason against him, precipitated a 
free fight, in which all shades united. In 
this hodge podge the Home Government 
sent Lord Durham here to ascertain’ what 
we were fighting about and to report on the 
same. Members of Lord Durham's staff 
came to Belleville, chartered for their own 
exclusive use the second floor of Munger’s 
Hotel, and there remained one week. 
During this time they sent the landlord 
out with a message to my father’s, second 
concession of Sidney, requesting the young 
man, James J. Farley, to come in; Lord 
Durham's staff wished to enquire of him 
concerning rebellion matters. After some 
hesitation, I consented to go. When 
I arrived there, their spokesman stated 
to me (his statements and his questions 
were all in writing and he took down my 
answers in writing): In the winter of ’36 
there was a meeting of Reformers held in 
the second concession of Sidney in the 
house of Isaac Yates, in which one of the 
speakers declaimed against the constitu- 
tion of England, against the royal fam- 
ily of England, aad on the absurdity of 
having a girl to rule a great kingdom. A 
young man in the company came forward 
and said; ** Wewill not hear such talk. 
The royal family of England had always 
been our frionds. George the Fourth and 
William the Fourth were Reformers and 
always listened to our complaints, when 
we could get our complaints before them. 
Victoria was a Reformer and was our 
friend. We will not hear our friends tra- 
duced, but he might belabor the Tories to 
his heart's content. He then asked, **Are 
you that young man?” 1| assented.

He asked ‘Are you that young man! 1 


assonted. } 
He thon asked what that portion of 


the roformore that I acted with want 
ed ; what wo complained about, 
he wished mo to give my own ideas. I re- 
plied: ‘“* You have been very particular 
inquiring who I am, now before we proceed 
any further, 1 wish to know who you bo.’ 
Ho replied his name was —(tho name has 
escaped my momory) he was Lord Bullers 
socretary, Lord Buller was Lord Durham's 
seoretary, aud that he had ,been deputed 
here to yuther information concerning what 
the disturbance was about. I then replied 
that we wanted Montreal attached to Up- 
per Canada, in ordor that we might collect 
our own custom dues, Under the present 
arrangement We could get nothing like our 
rightful share of the moneys collected. We 
wore heavily taxed and very scant of monvy, 
whilst the Kronch had never paid one dol- 
lar tax except church rates. They had 
never even appointed a township collector. 
All the money they required to build their 
gaols and pay their sheriffs and other ofli- 
cers they took out of the custom dues and 
were liying like pigs in the clover, whilst 
we were heavily taxed and living on scant 
fare. 

2. Wo are dissatisfied with the way the 
Legislative and Executive Councils are ap- 
pointed. They are the mere nominees of 
the family compact, entirely regardless of 
the wishes of the people. The Assembly 
may pass a bill, the Council will throw it 
out again and again, We have no way of 
helping ourselves. The compact really ap: 
point all the public officers, » They appoint 
the sheritf, the sheriff has the selection of 
all the jurors. When we get into a law 
suit with that party we have a hard row to 
hoe. Our only chance is that the sheriff 
may by mistake select a good man and 
true; itis fighting the devil on his own 
ground, 

He then proposed that I should proceed 
with them to Kingston and go before Lord 
Durham. This I refused to do. 
Some months after this a copy of Lord 
Durham's report in large pamphlet forut was 
sent to the Belleville post office to my ad- 
dress, I read it attentively Instead’ of 
recommending that Montréal should be at- 
tached to Upper Canada, Lord Durham re- 
commended that the two Canadas should 
be united ; that would place the customs 
under one legislature, and instead of re- 
commending that the two councils should 
be elective he recommended that the exe- 
cutive should be responsible to the House 
of Assembly,that would give the people an 
influence in their appointment. 

lf commercial union with the United 
States should be accomplished, New York 
would be our seaport,it being the cheapest 
route. Ourcustoms dues wouldall be col- 
lected there; then when we go to New 
York to get our quota they would drink 
our health in the accustomed Yankee toast, 
* Lcok on and swaller, for that is all you 
will get.” 

I have aa undying faith in the destiny of 
Canada. By searching history we find that 
the men north of forty-five and those south 
of forty-five never yet haye met in hostile 
array in anything like equal numbers on 
any field of strife that those south of forty- 
five did not get the worst of the fray. » 

Before Canada and the United States 
become united I hope and trust that this 
body of mine will be mouldering with the 
clods of the valley.

MERCIAL UNION THE KEVENUE QUEST- 
ION-—INCONSIATENT WITH A BRITISH 
CONNEOTION OM A NATIONAL FUTULE, 
(Correspondenge of the Globe.) 
Turning now to the national and politi 
cal side of the question, we have to con- 
sider the results likely to follow from the 
conditions” which our neighbors havo at- 
tached to Comme.gial Union, Thess con- 
ditions aro its ei ynite in an American 
ZAlverein, or, in other words, that we 
adopt a Continental tariff against che world, 
and consequently discriminating against 
British trade. Nothing has surprised me 
more than that the advocates of this meas- 
ure can profess to see nothing impracti- 
cable in this country continuing British 
connection, while wé join another nation 
in a league against British commerce. But 
before discussing that point, let us plance 
at another lion in the path, which, unlike 
old John Bunyan’s lions, will have to be 
grappled with and overcome before we can 
proceed, 
ONE OF THE FIRST RESULTS 
of Commercial Union would be the loss of 
nearly $7,000,000 of revenue annually col- 
lected by us from American imports. The 
total Customs revenue of the Dominion for 
1886 was $19,373,551, and notwithstanding 
our high taxation, there was a deficit of 
$5,834,000, How could we pay our public 
creditors and proyent financial embarrass- 
ment if we gave up Our control over the 
tariff, and at the sam® time threw away 
$6,769,000, or over obe third of our total 
Customs receipts, which was the amount 
collected from United States goods last 
yoar, 

Tt will not do to ** pooh pooh ” this ques- 
tion instead of ausworing it. Itisa matter 
of the must vital consequence, The sol- 
vency or bankruptcy of the Dominion 
may depend upon it, The seven millions 
of revenue would have to be raised, and 
how could we doit? Wecould not raise 
it by ‘higher duties on imports, for we 
would be under, the Continental tariff 
which wecouldn’t contro], and if we even 
trobled our Inland Revenue taxes, it is ex- 
tremely doubtful ifthe amount would be

proposal that the United States and Oan- 
ada should have a joint purse for Customs 
revenue, and they have published a circu- 
laation to show that a division of the 
revenue per capita would give Canada as 
much as at present. Assuming that this 
were correct, there would still remain the 
strongest possible objections to a joint na- 
tional purse when we would have little or 
no control over the purse-strings. But, as 
a matter of fact, the figures advanced as to 
Canadian revenue under this proposal are 
by no means correct, 

The sum of $210,000,000 is taken as the 
basis of this calculation, being the average 
of American Customs receipts for the past 
four years. But as their war expenditure 
disappears their Customs duties are being 
gradually reduced ; last year they only re- 
alized, in round numbers, $192,000,000, 
and there are loud calls all over the Re- 
public tor further reductions. Assuming, 
however, that their revenue did not fall 
lower than the last mentioned sum, it 
would reduce Canada’s share from $3,50 to 
$3.20 per head, or by the sum of $1,5000, - 
000. ‘Then our inland revenue is set down 
in the calculation at $11,500,000. But un- 
less they propose to extend the United 
States inland revenue system over the D-- 
minion or we bind ourselves to adopt simi- 
Jar laws to theirs, which would be much the 
same thing, our inland revenue would not 
amount to $6,000,000, which was more 
than its collections of last year. In these 
two items, therefore, the calculation afore- 
said comes short to the extent of $7,000,- 


THE BROAD FACT ‘ 
that Canada expects, according to the Fin- 
ance Minister's statement, to realize $22,- 
500,000 from Customs during 1887-8, whilst 
under the proposed joint-purse arrange- 
ment at $3.20 per head for five millions of 
peuple, we would not receive more than 
$16,000,000, is sufticient to prove that 
commercial union is impossible unless the 
people of this Dominion are prepared to put 
their hands in their pockets and raise an- 
nually some six or seyen millions of addi- 
tional revenue, ; 

Since the foregoing argument was written 
my attention has been called to Mr. But- 


members of Congress, in which he speaks 
of “‘some modifications of the Internal Re- 
venue system on each side of the line.” 
This is the first time I have observed any 
proposal of this kind, and if higher taxcs 
wore levied it might somewhat reduce the 
discrepancy in the revenue calculation re- 
ferred to, but it would in no way weaken 
the truth or force of my argument as to ad- 
ditional taxation. Under any ciroumstances 
Canada would hayo to tax herself for the 
deficient millions. 

[THE MOST STRIKING AND OBJECTIONABLE 
feature of Commercial Union is the fact 
that our neighbors require that Canada al- 
though a British colony, shall adopt a joint 
tarifl with the United States, discriminat- 
ing against British trade, Without dilating 
' on the unusual character of this ‘‘condi- 
' tion,” I may say the Dominion has no con- 
stitutional power to make any troaty, much 
Jess one hostile to the mother country, 
That Britain herself could agreo to a dis- 
criminating Commoreial Treaty, is by no 
moans certain, as under the **most favored 
nation clauee” of her treatios with such 
countries as France, Germany and Ital), 
she migh® sharply be taken to task for dis- 
ctiminating in favor of the United 
States. But waiving this point, what 
Canadian statesman, Unless he has lost all 
regard for British connection, could sori- 
ously propose to Great Britain to nogotiate 
atreaty, or oven consent to legislation,

Under our present 
tariff, however objectionable 
respects, British and American 
turers staud upon equal terms, But 
undor Commercial Union, Canada would 
open hor doors frog to all American goods 
but bar them against those of Britain by 
duties ranging from 50 per cent. anywhere 
up to 100 per cent. This isa wide difference 
from our present tariff, “both practically 
and in point of principle,” and its far- 
reaching effects would speedily appear. It 
would, indeed, give a ruinous blow to 
British trade with Canuda,and to represent 
John Bull, as some are coolly doing, as 
being rather willing than otherwise to 
perform a sort of Commercial hari kari of 
the nature proposed, proves that the ago 
of credulity has not yet passed away. 

Another overwhelming objection to 
every Canadian who has any proper spirit 
or regard for his country must be, it appears 
to me, that the control of this continental 
and discriminating tariff would practically 
be inthe hands of our neighbors. I know 
it is urged that a joint commiasion,in which 
Canada would be fairly represented, would 
regulate changes in the tariff from time to 
time. Mr, Wiman is reported to have said 
at Detroit that the basis of this commission 
would be population,and that theproportion 
would be ten men for the States for every 
one for this country! However this might 
turn out the old saw would doubtless prove 
true, that the tail could not expect to wag 
the dog, and so, practically, the 
CONTROL OF THE TAXATION WOULD PASS OUr 

OF OUR HANDS, 

If Congress ever consented to give the con- 
trol of the teriff into the hands of any com- 
mission, which { can hardly believe, they 
would at least insist that they should ap- 
point the commissioners who were to rep- 
rent the Republic, Controlling the com- 
missioners they would control what they 
did, and, sonsequently, this condition of 
Commercial Union would practically place 
the taxation of the people of Canada in the 
hands of the United States Congreas. A 
century ago our neighbors began the Revo- 
lutionary War rather than submit to “ tax- 
ation without representation,” and I canuut 
understand how any Canadian who desires 
the continuance of the present independent 
position of Canada could eyer consent to 
hand over the tremendous power of taxa- 
tion, not only without representation, but 
into the hands of a nation with which we 
are not even politically connected. 

Now, suppose Commercial Union to be 
actually in force, what would the position 
of Canada be? We would be under the 
Continental Tariff, nominally controlled by 
a joint commission, but practically by the 
States. Our Inland Revenues would be 


similarly controlled... There would. be ad 
our neighbors would put in, say two hun- 
dred to our twenty millions, naturally the 
purse aforesaid would be kept at Washington 
and if we did not draw the whole of our per 
capita allowance of revenue from the Amer- 
can capital, whatever deficiency there was 
at our own ports would certainly be drawn 
from there. Can any one imagine a more 
dependent and pitiful position for the Do- 
minion and its Government to occupy! 
We would occupy a position wondrously 
like being supported by an annual subsidy 
from the United States, and our Govern- 
ment would be like Samson shorn of his 
locks. As they no longer controlled the 
tariff or its reyenues, they would be im- 
potent to discharge many of the functions 
of Government. They would be

aud improvements necessary to the growth 
and prosperity of a country like Canada, 
lf an Indian rebellion broke out they would 
be at their wits’ end for money to put it 
down, and Canada wou!d oceupy a position 
at once painful and comical in case of trou- 
ble arising between Great Britain and the 
States. 

Whenever the tariff was changed at 
Washington, our Parliament would haye to 
ery ‘“‘ditto”; when new rules and orders 
were issued as to Customs,our Government 
would have to cry ‘‘ditto” again; and when 
they altered their Inland Revenue taxes, 
“ditto” wouid again be our cry. Our mer- 
chants and all others affected would have to 
conform to these changes, and we may rest 
assured that in a commission composed of 
ten Americans to'one Canadian, their po- 
licy would at least not be to build up the 
trade of Montreal and Toronto at tho ex- 
pense of Boston and New York. If the 
tariff was raised we would have to pay 
higher taxes. If it was lowered our sub- 
sidy might decline so that bankruptcy might 
stare us in the face, and then, indeed, we 
might be forced to “look to Washington’ 
whether we liked it or not.

WHAT S50ME PRINCE EDWAKD FARMER 
OF THE 


§ THINK 
SCHEME, 


(K ungaton News ) 

A few days ugo a representative of the 
News visiied Prince Edward County, ond 
while there, learned about the state of the 
crops, and also about the feoling regarding 
union With regard to the 
crops, it may be said that they are up to the 
expectations of the *tillers of the soil’’ con- 
sidering the drouth, and the yield will be 
very good, with the exception of bay and 
whoat, which will not be upto the average, 
In fact, the farmers are compelled to sell 
their cattle at a sacrifice, as they would not 
have enough hay on hand to winter them, 
Not having much to do, the journalist called 
upon some twenty hive farmers, prominent 
men iu politics, and asked their verdict on 
commercial union. Ouly three of them 
concurred in Erastus Wiman’s scheme, all 
the rest being decidedly against it. Lf a 
vote is taken in Prince Edward County, 
aud the farmers there are fullyalive to the 
question, the vote against the echeme will 
be Len to one. 

One of those interviowed said that 
American horse buyers stated chat. horses 
would bring better prices if C. U. were 
adopted ; ** but,’’ said the farmer, ‘*the fact 
of the matter is, the Yankees are baying up 
all the mares, and enter them in the cus- 
toms as breeding animals,thus escaping the 
duty and cheating the Canadians out of 
what they should get.” 

An employee of Wilson’s Foundry at 
Glenora said that C, U. would prove dis- 
astrous to the manufactories of Canada, 
and would throw a large’ number out of 
employment, as che Americans could 
easily flood the conntry. He also thought 
that the N. P. was the proper policy to be 
followed. 

A Grit of North Marysburg, and there 
are plenty of Grits there, said, without 
hesitation, that he was decidedly against 
C, U., and a staunch Conservative of South 
Marysburg, a many why had. stuck to his 
party through thick and through thin,gave 
out the information that he was in favor of 
commercial union, but that he would sooner 
give up his farm than have annexation 
with the United States, if that is what O, 
U. meant, 

A native of Milford, who is well posted 
regarding cattle, said that the Wiman 
scheme would place Canadian cattle on 
the same level as American animals. The 
former are worth from $10 to $16 more per 
head at Liverpool than the American, 
The cattle from the; States have to be 
slaughtered before being shipped, while 
tho Canadian stock-raiser can send his 
alive. 

On asking a farmer of Amherst Island, 
who wason the wharf on the arrival of the 
steamer Hero, what he thought the effect 
of commercial union would be on Canada, 
he replied ‘‘that there was no duty on 
eggs or “‘broilers’ going into the United 
States, consequently it would not enhance 
their value.” 

Living near Black Creek isa man who 
studies up the conduct of both political par- 
ties. He is neither a Grit nor a Conserva- 
tive, but an Independent —a man who votes 
at elections for the person he thought fit for 
the position sought, He said that the time 
had arrived for action—that the farmers 
would be worse off with commercial union 
than they were at present (as the prices of 
grain would go down.) Canada could not 
compete with the States in this line, unless 
Manitoba and the North-West Territories 
came tothe rescue. ‘*But,” said he, ‘‘what 
would it benefit the farmers of this region 
if we could not compete successfully ?” 

** Wo have a larger sale and better prices 
for our butter than we would if commercial 
union were in force, and I am opposed to 
the scheme,” said another farmer who owns 
a large number of acres. 

A U. E, Loyslist, a man over 80 years 
of age, stated that he did not know what 
the people were about when they talked 
about commercial union. ** It means,” said 
he, **simply annexation and nothing else. 
If nobody else will stick up for his colors, I 
will.” When he uttered this exclamation 
he gave the reporter a vigorous slap on the 
shoulder. 

The foll remarks of the gentlemen in- 
terviewed could be given, but enough has 
beenadduced to show that commercial 
union is unpopular in Prince Edward 
County.

cornstalks are left uncut, the corn being 
pluéked and drawn to the crib in the husk, 
‘This plan seems to be especially adapted to 
prairies, where the wind has an unbroken 
sweep. It looks slovenly, but the stalks in 
the field serve an important purpose in 
holding snow over the whet, and often in 
preventing. the soil itself from being blown 
away by‘fierce winds. In Eastern States 
the stalks are considered too valuable for 
thisfuse, and if whoat is sown after corn it 
is‘always after cutting, then leaving until 
jater the rows where the stocksstood. No 
plowing is needed, only enough cultivation 
‘to evel the surface and cover the seed. 

UNDERDRAINS VS Sewens.—Thocity sew- 
er differs from the farm underdrain in being 
an impenetrable couduit for water and filth, 
instead of also absorbing water from the soil 
through which it passes. In most cases a 
thorough-made underdrain will serve a bet- 
ter purpose in removing sewage than one 
made with no reference to draining. Where 
the surplus water from a large area is to be 
removed, the expense should be borne equi- 
tably by those owning the lands benefited 
thereby. and it is on this account that the 
pipe is made tight, so tha’ water from other 
sources than those desired cannot get in. 
But in ordinary draining from a cellar, or 
from one Wet pace to an outlet, it is a great 
mistake to try to keep out water. Almost 
always the drain is Jarger than it need be, 
and if the joints are aot made watertight, 
it will drain all the land for a rod or two on 
either side through which it passes. It is 
probable that some water gots into the clos- 
est drains where the pipes are joined, but 
is better if the joints are purposely left a lit- 
tle loose so that water may come in freely. 
If the fall is uniform, and the outlet kept 
clear, there is no danger that the drain will 
leak water into the land to its injury, in- 
stead of carrying it off. When soil holds 
water in excess, more cannot be forced into 
it from a stream free to run through it,

The Mail and COC mmercial Union, 


ITS SLLAMELESS INOONBISTENCY LAID BARE, 


(Condensed from the World.) 

In no way has the Mail more clearly 
shown its utter inconsistency and unrelia- 
bility than by adopting the commercial un- 
ion fae and advocating what no man on its 
stall has a particle of faithin, Lot us trace 
the evolution of the commercial union the- 
ory from the Mail mind—for it is an inter 
esting study. In 1872 the Mail was oppos- 
ed even to independence for Canada, for 
fear of annexation tendencies, as witness 
the following, which’appeared on April 19 
of that year ; 

** Woe do not say, as has beon sometimes 
said, that the Canadian sdvocates of inde- 
pendence are really annexationists in dis 
guise; though there may be a few black 
sheep in the little flock. But we think no 
one who thoughtfully considers the question 
can doubt that, in our present partial! 
developed state, independence would ulti- 
mately lead toannexation. This is unques 
tionably the voice of the best thinkers of 
the day. The vossibility of such a result 
is of itsulf a sfliciont reason why weshould 
cherish the happy connecti: n which we have 
so long eoj yed rather than follow prattling 
visicnaries uivug the doubtful paths of con 
jecture and disturbance.” 

On July 15th of that year, 1872, came a 
declaration on the subject that alone is suf- 
ficient to condemn the present course of the 
Mail in the eyes of every unprejudiced man. 
Read it carefully : 

When men work together in Opposition 
there is a tacit understanding between 
them that they will share power when they 
obtain it. As allies in war mutually parti 
cipate in the saccess of their arms, 80 co- 
workers on a politics! platform divide 
among themselves the honorand responsi- 
bility of the Government of the country 
when the voice of the people has pronounc- 
ed in their favor. The Grits have allies, 
The Antis, the Annexationists and the 
Parti Nationale could not give Mr, Mac- 
kenzie a consistent support if they did not 
expect, and have good reasons for expect- 
ing, that he wiil tangibly recognize them 
when he takes the p!aco of Sir John Mao- 
donald. It follows inevitably, therefore, 
thata Grit Administration must contain 
representatives of the Government allies. 
The Parti Nationale would exercise a pow- 
erful influence in the Grit Oabinet repre- 
senting, as it does, the Auti-Macdonald- 
Cartier element of Quebec. What is this 
Parti? It rose from the remnants of the 
shattered Rouge faction. Four-fifths of its 
members are known to favor Annexation ; 
and the main principle of the organization, 
the policy they banded together to carry is 
to provide, that this country shall have po- 
wer to adopt commercial treaties withont.any 
reference to Imperial interests; and to enforce 
a tariff that will admit American manufac 
tures free into Canada and put a heavy duty 
on English goods, The blind can see that 
such a policy is utterally incompatible with 
British connection. It is a proclamation 
in favor of annexation issued under cover 
of a mock anxiety forthe national welfare, 
It isacunning attempt to obtain under 
false pretences the support of the people 
on behalf of separation from Great Britain. 

Then too, the Mail saw clearly thyt the 
help for Canada was in Canada helping her- 
self, as witness the following examples : 

July 1, 1878: The determination of our 
neighbors never to return to reciprocity is 
established. and the result of the present 
jug-handled syatem is seen in the history of 
the pastthree years. But of course when 
the cloud left behind by the great conflict 
is wholly dispersed we should become still 
more helpless in competition with our 
neighbors, and as the late American Consul 
here foresaw, pass entirely uader their 
control. Whether Dominion Day ten years 
hence shall be one of rejoicing, whether 
we shall then look back on ten years of 


*| progress in’ wealth and population and 


power, or whether Canadians will ‘‘creep, 
crawling and crab-like,” through a ruined 
country, impoyerished by ignorance and 
folly, depends on the verdict” which the 
country will give at the coming elections 
(in favor of protection against the Amer- 
icans). 

Aug. 7, 1878; Give Canada. to Cana- 
dians and England will not suffer by it,but 
on the contrary both will be largely bene- 
fited. There is a species of semi- 
barbarity in bowie: knifing one’s own coun- 
try’s opportunities, 

Aug. 24,1878; (1) A nation that would 
be prosperous must prosecute  vyarious 
branches of industry, and supply its vital 
wants mainly by the labor of its own hands, 

(2 There is a natural tendency in a com- 
paratively new country to become and con: 
tinue an exporter of grain and other rude 
staples, and animporter of manufactures, 

(3) It is injurious to the new country 
thus to continue dependent for its supplies 
of clothing and manufactured fabrics on 
the old, 7 

(4) That equilibrium between agriculture, 
manufacture and commerce which we need 
can only be maintained by means of pro- 
tective duties. 

(5) Protection is necessary and propor to 
sustain as well as to create a beneficient 
adjustment of our national industries. 

But time went on and in 1882 there was 
another appeal to the people. The Mail 
had observed the working of protection for 
several years and was perfectly satisfied. 
Among the mass of its declarations on the 
subject at that time we take but two as 
samples of all. These two refer especially 
to the farmers, becauso it is at the farmers 
a doad break is now being made, On June 
5, 1882, among twonty-one reasons given 
for voting againat Mr. Blake appeared tho 
following : 

Bocause the motto of the party is ‘* Can- 
ada forthe Americans.” He and they

barrier would ultimately be broken down 
altogether is as cortain as the operation of 
the law of gravitation, which enables large 
bodies to attract smaller ones. 

Later on, on July 29,1886,it was equally

Tho ‘‘woll known Liberal” also said 


that if the Liberal party wero only strong 
enoigh to persuade the United States 
Congress to establish free trade between 
the United States and Canada, with a heayy 
tariff against foreigners, ‘Canada would 
become annexed to the United States 
without a doubt, notwithstanding the loyal 
feeling she holds for England,” * *° * 
The first aim of the Liberals just now is to 
get into power at Ottawa. Once there 
they flatter themselves they will be “strong 
enough” to persuade the United States to 
establish free trade. The resu't of such a 
step the ‘well known Liberal” has told us. 

While as late as Aug. 21, just about a year 
ago, it condemned commercial union as an- 
nexation in disguise, as it had done from 
1872 down, by saying: 

But thismuch 1s certain, Mr. Langley 
thinks, commercial union will help the an- 
nexation movement. Free trade with the 
United States anda strong tariff against 
other countries - England, tor example— 
will, in his opinion, leasen the difticulties 
in the way of floating the Stars and Stripes 
over the Dominion. He, therefore, fayora 
commercial union. It is well to know what 
these Reform statesmen in the east really 
mean. 

Then came the quarrel with the party. 
Sir John Macdonald refused Bunting’s and 
Riordan’s demands and repudiatcd them on 
the platform at London. Nothing changed 
but the proprietors of the Mail. Prin- 
ciples and conditions remained as before. 
nothing was lost, everybody remained at 
peace, yet a few months lates,on Feb. 15 of 
this year, when the Mail next spoke on 
the subject of commercial union, it was in 
advocacy of that measure it had, for six- 
teen years denounced and derided asdisloyal 
and impractical. So far had it gone that 
it could already look upon the killing out 
of the industries of Canada with equanmity,. 
I said on that date : 

Mr. Butterworth’s bill would throw 
down the customs barrier altoyether and 
establish absolute free trade. This would 
be a statesmanlike way of quieting the per- 
enuial fisheries question, and one, we 
think, which would meet with the approval 
of the yast majority of Canadians, With- 
out doubt reciprocal free trade with the 
United States would result in the weeding 
out of some of the industries which the 
tariff of 1879 called into existence, etc. 

In order that there might be no misun- 
derstanding on the subject of how little it 
cared for Canadian industries the Mail the 
next day, Feb, 16, said : 

There would be an outery from those 
Osnadidn manufactureis whose sucking in- 
dustries would succumb to American com- 
petition. 

While, as to its utter disregard for that 
British connection which it had so often 
praised, it on the same day said : 

We would have to maintain our duties 
on British manufactures whilst admitting 
American goods free, and this might or 
might not strain our relations with the 
Mother Country. In plain Eng- 
lish. the connection might be endangered. 

Of its course since on this question there 
is no need to speak, but let any person,the 
managers of the Mail included, read once 
the extracts above given, but a few select- 
ed from hundreds, remember that the 
change is the outcome of private spleen 
and swelled head, and then say upon what 
grounds the present stand of the paper is 
either honest, decent or justifiable.

iorated so greatly as certain pessimistic 
writers would have us believe. Home Rule, 
on the basis of the Gladstone measure,may 
prevail, but in the present temper of the 
nation this isa doubtful contingency. Un- 
loss one of the parties to this agitation re- 
cedes from the position now so dehantly 
assumed, there must be a conflict of author- 
ity, and such a result must be deplored, 
The Irish people are, by their impetuous 
nature, easily influenced by agitators, and 
are not disposed to count the cost of ex- 
trome measures, We predict increased 
trouble in the Green Isle, and a speedy 
emphatic pronuncimento from the British

people. 
ANARCHISM RAMPANT. 


The arrest, trial and conviction of the 
murderous Chicago anarchists, instead of 
enforcing a greater respect for the law of 
the country, haye, apparently, intensified 
the wrath of the socialistic element of the 
United States. The verdict of the courts 
was savagely assailed and openly defied, 
and now that a supreme tribunal has sus 
tained the judgments first rendered, there 
is a threat of some awful calamity to ensue, 
The judges and police cfticers are warned 
to expect retribution for what they have 
done in the case, and the whole constitu- 
tional fabric is menaced. This might be 
treated with contempt, but there is a seri- 
ous phase of the question. Anarchism in 
the United States is becoming a bydra- 
headed monster, that threatens to work 
mischief politically and socially, at no dis- 
tant date. The latitude given this class in 
the prosecution of their nefarious principles 
is used to the detriment of law and order, 
and for the most mendacious purposes. 
Under the * despotic monarchies” of 
Europe this liberty of speech and action is 
materially curtailed, if not entirely remov- 
ed. America is a free republic, and hence 
rampsnt sedition is much more conveniently 
practised under the ‘‘Star spangled ban- 
ner.” The fate of the Chicago anarchists 
has roused the indignation of their sym. 
pathizers, who imagined they had free rein 
to doasthey pleased» If the condemned 
men are executed as they undoubtedly 
should bé, thore may be an attempt to 
wreak vengeance by such means as are 
most popular with Socialistic theories. Lt 
is highly improbable that anything more 
than an attempt could be expected, as the 
American people, when once in motion, 
move promptly. Herr Most and his fol- 
lowert, who are the recognized instiga- 
tors of these menaces against society, are 
not regarded with much favor outside their 
own ranks. _But they are not to be dis- 
pised entirely, in view of the increasing 
antagonism between labor and capital, and 
the inclinatlon of so many to adopt extreme 
and unreasonable measures of redress. 
Anarchism threatens the introduction of a 
dangerous element into American politics, 


EDITORIAL BREVITIES. 


The Orleans Princes are under police 
surveillancein France. That manifesto re- 
cently published and so quivtly and expedi- 
tiously posted throughout the country, 
has created wide-spread alarm in the ranks 
of republicans. Stability of purpose is not 
yetanarticle of faith in France, even 
among the moat pronounced supporters of 
the present government, hence a bold front 
by the loyalists causos a good deal of of- 
ficial uneasiness, The cabinet has been 
considering the question of expulsion, and 
if circumstances seom to justify the action, 
the Orleanists may be expelled from the 
country without the sanction of theassemb- 
ly, which is now in seasion. In this way 
France is kept in a fever of excitement, 
and it is not safe to predict what a day may 
bring fourth.

interested patriotism or philanthrophy, or 
whother some doop-laid design of pecuniary 
advantage or personal ambition underlies 
the whole as its prime motive and stimu: 
lant. . 
At the present juncture there is a 
which not only justifies, but imperatively 
demands the exercise of this right of in- 
quiry. “Two gentlemen, Mr. Erastus Wi- 
man and Hon. Benjamin Butterworth, who 
profess to be actuated by the purest sonti- 
ments of friondly interest, have laid bofore 
the people,and more particularly tho farin- 
ers, of thefDominion a project for what 
they call ** commercial union’ with the 
United States, This, as interpreted by 
themselves, moans that in return for a 
similar concession on the part of the Wash- 
ington Government, Canada shall repeal 
all customs duties as against American 
goods and wares of every description, and 
boycott the rest of the world by adopting 
tho prohibitive tariff of the United States 
against all other countries, Great Britain 
included. 

We do not propose to enter at pregent 
upon a discussion of the arguments and 
representations by which these gentlemen 
urge their project upon the attention of our 
people ; these haye been and are being suf- 
ficiently canvassed through the press of both 
countries, both by the supporters and op- 
ponents of the scheme ; but simply to try, 
from such knowledge as we possess of the 
previous record and present positionof these 
gentlemen, to discover by what personal or 
political motives they may be reasonably 
supposed to be incited towards its concep- 
tion and promotion. 

Mr. Wiman isa Canadian by birth, and 
professes to still retain the status of a Brit- 
ish subject. Some years ago he migrated 
to the United States, and by some of the 
mysterious methods there in vogue succeed- 
ed in realizing much property, both real and 
personal. His personal property is under- 
stood to consist largely of railway and tele- 
graph stock, in which he has been and js an 
extensive and successful operator. Finding 
that active competition has narrowed his 
field in the States, he has turned his atten- 
tion to Canada, where he has acquired a 
controlling interest in some telegraph lines, 
and haying acquired so much, he is natural- 
ly anxious to obtain more. His real estate 
includes a large portion of Staten Island, 
and comprises nearly the whole extent of 
the available wharfage of the island, in con- 
nection with which he has secured exclusive 
ferry privileges, and by means best known 
to himself has obtained the privilege.of 
building a bridge over the strait which sep- 
arates the island from the mainland of New 
Jersey, thus connecting his property with 
the railway system of the United States and 
Canada, If, then, Mr. Wiman can secure 
the admission of Canadian produce free of 
duty, he will be able to establish an exten 
sive and profitable mercantile and forward- 
ing businessfor his Staten Island properties. 

As for the political aspect of the matter, 
the success of his project would open up 
for him a splendid prospect. Commercial 
union once achieved, he knows that politi- 
cal union must of necessizy soon follow, 
when his reputed wealth and the prestige 
attendant upon his successful yenture 
would so elevate him in the eyes of the 
multitude that if he wore so inclined, there 
would be nothing to prevent him from be- 
coming governor of the ‘'State of Ontario,” 
or even trom aspiring to a still higher dig- 
nity. Itisclear then, that Mr. Wiman 
has suflicient personal motives, both pecun- 
iary and political toincite him to spend 
time and money in endeavoring to imbue 
the Canadian mind with a desire for Com- 
mercial Union. 

The Hon. Benjamin Butterworth is a 
member of the United States Senate, from 
the State of Ohio. The motives which 
have induced him to jin this annexation 
crusadefare not 80 obvious as those of Mr, 
Wiman. He may bea partner, active or 
sleeping, as it has been suggested, in Mr. 
Wiman’s speculations, but that we have no 
right to infer; but Mr. Butterworth is an 
astute politician, and’ he knows that if he 
can aid in the attainment of the earncst 
desire of every American heart, namely the 
annexation of Canada to the United States, 
and the extension of the Monroe Doctrine 
(which is only the concrete expression of 
that desire) to the pole, that there is not 
an office or an honourin the gift of his 
countrymen to which he might not aspire 
with the full assurance of success. 

Taking all these things into consideration 
we venture to think that the people of 
Canada, at least those who think for them- 
selver, will scarcely be disposed to accept 
the protestations of disinterested and 
friendly interest so profusely made by 
these gentlemen, at their own valuation.

The Jewellers’ Journal arguesa—we think 
wisely—in favor of boys learning a trade 
in the shop, It says: 

‘When a boy has once gained the prac- 
tical knowledge which every boy of the 
least ability will naturally acquire in a shop 
he is fitted to convert the knowledge which 


to useful wisdom,” 

The greatest fallacy of modern educa- 
tionists is that a boy can better be taught 
to do something by theory than he can 
learn to do something by practice. This 
has never proved true, and there is no 
reason to believe that it ever will. There 
are thousands of college yraduates in this 
country to-day whose prospects of getting 
a living are extremely precarious, because 
they know nothing except what they were 
taught at college. On the other hand, 
there are a great many who have had their 
idea, broadened bya college course, and 
correspondingly benefitted thereby. Simple 
as the whole mattteris,there are many who 
cannot be made to sev it, and they are 
helped along sometimes,in their blindness, 
by those who ought to know better. The 
idea that a college course alone will fit a 
man to get a decent living is as fallacious 
as the idea that a college course cannot help 
him in getting along in the world. The best 
advice, inour opinion, that can be given 
boys in this respect is: Do not depend 
upon what you may acquire at some insti- 
tution of learning to get you comfortably 
throughthe world. The failures will be a 
hundred to one, On the contrary, do not 
despise what you may learn at schuol and 
colleges. This will be o mistake, though 
not 80 fatal as the one first named. —Ameri- 
can Machinist.

Hopason Bro. vs. N. Linauam.—-Plt’fls 
are commission merchants, doing business in 
Belleville, Montreal, and Liverpool. Deft. 
raises hops. In Feb'y,1885, plt’ffs alleges, 
the deft. consigned to them for sale by their 
house in Liverpool, a quantity of hops, on 
which they made certain advances. Hops 
were sold in Liverpool. Accounts of sales 
were furnished to deft. shewing the result, 
proceeds from which did not cover advances 
nfade by $213.23; and deft. not paying, 
pl ff brings this action to recover the amount 
due. Deft. alleges it was a sale of the hops, 
not consignment, and claimed a balance due 
him cf $63.

The Builders of the Pyramide, 


A personal inspection of the pyramids of 
Egypt made by a quarry owner, who spent 
some time recently on the Nile,has led him 
to the conclusion that the old Egyptians 
were better builders than those of the 
present dxy. He states that there are 
blocks of stoue in the pyramids which 
reins three or four times as much as the 
obelisk on theembankment. [Je saw a 
stone whose estimated weight was 880 tons, 
But thon the builders of the pyramids 
counted humau labor lightly. They had 
great masses of subjects upon whem to 
draw, and most of their work was done 
by sheer manual labor and force. There 
are stones in the pyramids thirty feet in 
length which fit so closely together that a 
knife may be run over the surface without 
discovering the break between them. They 
are not laid with mortar either. There is 
no machinery so perfect that it will meet 
together in unison as these stones in the 
pyramids meet, It is supposed that they 
were rubbed backwards and forwards upon 
each other until the surfaces were assimi- 
lated.— London Iron,

Well, one day during the 
trial he had just sat down on the prisoner's 
bench when a handsome blonde, of refined 
appearance and elegantly dressed, rushed 
from the seats reserved for spectators, and 
presented him with an exquisite bouquet of 
flowers. The young man blushed deeply as 
he accepted the floral token. The young 
lady attended the trial day after day, and 
her lo¥e grew until, as she told me later, 
on the day that Lingg made his speech to 
the court, she vowed that she would never 
love another. Her parents went into a 
rage at first when they heard about the 
affair, and declared that they would remove 
their daughter to some relatives in anoth- 
er State if she persisted in bestowing her 
attentions upon the Anarchist, but fate 
has finally decrecd that she should have a 
conversation wilh Lingg.
